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INTRODUCTION 


llijs \nniuil RepoU oL the Minisliy ol Education comets the financial 
yeai 1959 60 and furnishes information in legard to the physical taigets 
and progiess of the vaiious schemes and piojects oi the ^^finistiy cluunor 
the peiiod— 1st Apid 1959, to 31st Decembei, 1939. It also indicates the 
piogiesb expected dining )’anuar)~Af luh, ]9(>0, and outlines lite p’o- 
giamme ioi 1960-Gl 

In oidei to prepaie a dialt Thiid Fue-Yeai Plan of Educational 
Development, a IVoiimg Gioup on Ediuation has been constituted at the 
Centie uiili the Educational Adviser as Chairman. Suitable IV'oikmo' 
Cioups have also been set up by the States and the Administrations of 
the Union Teiritoiies and a lepoit on education in the third Fi\e-Year 
Plan has been prepaied by the Woiking Gioup, which would be cii- 
culated to the State Goveinments/Admimsualions foi then guidaiu e in 
the piepaiadon of theii draft plan. It is expected that the final plan 
that will emeige will repiesent the conceited thinking of the Centre and 
the States within the lesources available and the needs of the regions 

The Panel on Education of the Planning Commission conskleied the 
bieaking up of the pi escribed peiiod foi pioviding univeisal fiee and 
compulsory education in the Constitution, in tv\o stages and have recom- 
mended that the fiist stage of pioviding education to the age-group 6—11 
plus should be leached by 1965 66 at the latest This has been endoised 
by the Central Advisoiy Board of Education and the State Education 
Ministeis. The States weie accoidingly requested to foi ward their 
estimates and piogiamme for the achiev^ement of this objective and the 
total expenditure of Rs. 300 ciores foi the thiid Five-Year Plan, calculated 
on the basis of the estimates lecewed, has been approved by the Central 
Working Gioup on Ediuation and incoiporated in the Education Plan 
for the coiiiitiv. 

In oidei to implement the progiamme ol univeisal fiee and compulsoiv 
education, the Mmistiy of Education has foimulateci a scheme for pro- 
ducing an adequate niimbei of tiained teacheis during the thiid Fiv’-e- 
Yeai Plan b\ iiici easing the intake capacity oi existing Tiaining institu- 
tions and opening additional institutions, where necessary. Centra! grant 
on a bundled pci cent basis is being given to State Governments and 
Union Teiiitoiies for the expansion of tiaining facilities, especially for 
as many women teachers as possible iinclei the piogramnie. 

In view of the impoitance attached to women’s education, a National 
Council loi Women’s Education has been set up to advise the Govern- 
ment ol India on the pioblems of gitls’ educadon at the vaiious stages and 
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o£ adult women. Tlie }^linistry of Education ha\e lecommeuded to llie 
State Governments that there should be in each State Department of 
Education a Deputy Director or Joint Director of omen’s education, who 
should be specially charged with the lormulation and execution of the 
special progiamme lor the education ol gills and uomen in the Slate. 

The Ministry considered the lecommendations oi the National Cuiintil 
ior Women’s Education for a special programme to piocide for the 
education of girls and adult women and has proposed a special piocision 
foi this progiamme, which will form pait of the tliiid Fhe-Ycar Plan. 

The first instalment of Rs. 4 lakhs of Government of India’s loan to 
the Children’s Book Tiust for the establishment ol a pi ess v\as leleasccl 
to the Tiust in June, 1959. 

In the field of Secondaiy education, during 1959-60 the amount pio- 
vided ior Cential assistance for the pi ogress oi leconsti action is Rs. 3.& 
crores. 

The former Aii-India Council for Secondaiy Education has been 
reconstituted into the Directorate of Extension Programmes, attached to 
the Ministry of Education, with full responsibility for the executive func- 
tions hitherto performed by the Council. The total number of Exienslon 
Service Departments set up by the Council so far to provide in-service 
training to Secondary teachers is 51. They organise seminars on an all- 
India, regional and State basis to help headmasters, teachers and educa- 
tional administrators to discuss the new goals relating to the reorganisation 
of Secondary education. The Council also gave its help through pro- 
vision of audio-visual facilities, guidance services and organisation of 
workshops and iibraiies. Science clubs are being organised through 
financial assistance and expert guidance from the Council to stieiigthen 
Science teaching in schools. A Central Examination Unit has been set up 
by the Council for the promotion of Examination Reform and to consider 
such problems as the high incidence of failures in the Secondarj schools 
examination. 

The Government of India have appointed a Committee on IMoral and 
Religious Education to make a study of the question of religious and 
moral instruction in educational institutions. The findings of the Com- 
mittee will be placed before the 27th session of the Central Advisory 
Board of Education, which broadly endorsed them. 

The University Grants Commission has framed regulations defining the 
qualifications that should ordinarily be required of persons to be appointed 
to the teaching staff of different faculties and departments of the uni- 
versities. 
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Almobi ali the universities have accepted the adoption of the Three- 
Year Degree Course pattern, some with certain minor modifications, and 
22 universities have adopted it up-to-date. This neu^ pattern is expected 
to ensure that certain imifoira standards of education will be raaintainecl 
at the iini\ersity level. 

Loans to universities and constituent colleges of the University of 
Delhi for construction of hostels and staff quartets axe being sanctioned by 
the Cential Government on the recommendation of the University Grants 
Commiysion. These caiiy interest equal to the boi'iowing late of the Gov- 
ernment of India ciinent at the time the loans aie sanctioned. 

A scheme for strengthening the institutions of higher leainins^ has 
been included in the second Five-Year Plan, under which financial assist- 
ance is to be given to recognised institutions of national importance- An 
advisory committee Ixas been set up to assist in the selection of suitable 
institutions. 

The Ministiy of Education and the Univexsity Gi'ants Commission 
have taken steps to promote the development of ''General Education*' pro- 
grammes in universities thiougli the exchange of teams of Indian and 
American educationists, organising of conferences and seminars of uni- 
versity professors, prepai'ation of reading materials and supply of books 
and equipment under the India Wheat Loan Programme. 

A committee of educationists and administrators was appointed to 
ivoik out a suitable programme of national sexwice by students, both as a 
measure of educational reform and promotion of discipline and to im- 
prove the C|iia1ity ol manpower which the country needs for a rapid 
social and economic de\ elopment. Details of the scheme aic now being 
worked out. 

One nc'w Rural Institute of Highei Education has been staxtecl in 
1959-60. The project for assistance to lural institutes under the Indo-US 
Technical Coopexation Programme was developed further during 1959-60 
and 20 teachers were deputed for advanced training in the USA in Exten- 
sion and Research methods. \ 

The National Institute of Audio-Visual Education has been establlsIiecT 
and has started ox'gaiiising short and long tex'm courses in Audio-Visual 
education. 

All the necessar} staff Cor the National Fundamental Education 
Centre has been recruited and equipment secured. In the year under 
review the Ceiitie extended and consolidated its activities in order to 
fulfil its defined objectives. 

An institute for imparting training in librariansliip to District and 
Central State librarians and organising other special courses has been 
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establisiied with Central assistance under the auspices of the University 
of Delhi. 

A sum of Rs. 1.50 lakhs has been sanctioned during the cunent year 
to the National Book Trust to carry out its activities for the publication 
at reasonable price of good quality books in various Indian languages 
suitable for a laige clientele oi leaders. 

A provision of Rs. 200 lakhs was made in the budget for 1959-60 for 
the activities of the Cential Social Welfare BoauL Dining the year under 
leview the Boaid assisted 2,130 voliintai) oiganisations working in 
different helds of Social Welfare The assistance given to these oiganisa- 
tions amounted to Rs. 47.35 lakhs. The Boaid also established 1G9 Wei- 
faie E;jctension Projects of the cooulinated t)pe biinging the total number 
to 673. The total shaie of the Board's expenditure on tliese projects 
amounted to Rs. 77.21 lakhs. A sum of Rs. 8.45 lakhs was spent during 
the year on the tiaining programme. A notable feature of its activities 
during 1959-60 was the decision to provide condensed courses of about 
two years’ duration to meet the special educational needs of adult women. 
Grants for this purpose dining 1959 amounting to Rs. 30 lakhs were given 
to 119 institutions. Another important scheme undertaken by the Board 
during the year was the establishment of Urban Welfare Extension Pro- 
jects. The object of this scheme is to assist voluntary organisations to 
provide cultural and social amenities for the less developed localities in 
urban aieas. Giants amounting to Rs 6 lakhs were given to 24 organisa- 
tions. 

The Kindergarten and Piimary sections of the Model School for 
Blind Children at Dehra Dun have started functioning. Schemes have also 
been formulated for the arrard of scholarships for the blind, the deaf, 
the ortliopaedically handicapped and mentally retarded children. 

Under a scheme which was formulated in consultation with an Inter- 
national Labour Organisation expert, it is proposed to establish a network 
of special employment officers for the physically handicapped as part of 
the National Employment Service. The first such employment ofEce rvas 
established in Bombay in March, 1959. 

Random sample surveys of the handicapped are at present in progress 
in Delhi and Kanpur, The object of the surveys is to get an idea of the 
numbers and special needs of the handicapped. It is proposed to conduct 
more surve}s of this type. Provision of a sum of Rs. 25,000 has been 
made in the next year’s budget for the continuation of this scheme. 

The several scholarships schemes administered by the Government of 
India have been continued during the period under review. These 
schemes relate to studies of Indian nationals abroad, the scholarships and 
fellowships offered by various foreign Governments, foreign organisations 
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a.nd institutions. United Nations and Unesco and the scholarships under 
the Colombo Plan and Point Four Programme. Similarly, a number of 
scholaiships schemes oi the Government of India have been in operation 
for studies ol foreign nationals in India, in addition to the scholarships 
•and fellotvships offeied to them under the Colombo Plan and by Unesco. 
In the scholaiships schemes lor Indian students inside the country, men- 
don should be made of the “Merit Scholarships in Public Schools”, “Post- 
Matric Merit Scholarships Schemes”, “Research Scholaiships ill Humani- 
.ties’^ and “Scheme oi SchoLu ships ior Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other BacLw’aul Classes”. Besides, there are programmes for 
exchange of schoLns between India and other foreign countries. 

The piovision loi the implementation of the Laboui and Social 
Service Scheme ioi the second Five-Year Plan is Rs 280 lakhs. Out of 
this an allocation oi Rs. 53 lakhs has been made loi 1959-60 lo) expendi- 
tme on the scheme. 

Appreciable piogiess ’was made in the implementation oi tiie vaiious 
schemes for the promotion of Physical Education and Recreation under 
die second Five-Year Plan. The important developments in this field 
are: strengthening of Physical education training institutions, a national 
physical eificiency drive and the holding of efficiency tests, grants to 
Vyayamshalas and the implementation of the scheme of scholarships for 
higher studies in Physical education. 

A committee has been appointed to consider the feasibility of recom- 
mending standard scales of pay for Physical education teachers in various 
fields. The Central Advisory Board of Physical Education and Recrea- 
tion have appointed another committee to examine the question of co- 
ordination and integration of the various schemes in the field of Physical 
Education and Recreation and Youth ^Velfare. 

A programme has been drawn up ior the development oi spous and 
games through improvement of standards in sports, their popularisation 
in educational institutions and the rural areas and grants to national 
sports organisations/States Spoils Councils. 

The second Five-Year Plan schemes for the development of Hindi, 
including indexing and publications work, made good progress. In the 
field of iion-PIan schemes, 21 expert committees functioned on the pre- 
paration of technical terminology in different subjects under the Board 
of Scientific Terminology. Up to the 18th December, 1959, about 
1,91.000 terms in different subjects were evolved, of which 40,898 have 
been finally appioved by the Government of India. 

A Central Sanskrit Board has been set up to advise Government on 
matters i elating to propagation and development of Sanskrit. Under the 



scheme for giving financial assistance to voluotaiy oiganisatjoiis, 
Rs, 55,000 xra'e sanctioned during the year under ievie\\\ 

The Government of India and the Indian National Commisdon for 
Cooperation with Unesco extended their full coopeiation to Unesco in 
the implementation oi its progiammes in the field of education, science 
and culture. For the year 1959-60, we have paid half the amount of our 
contribution {i.e ^ Rs. 13,27,800) and the balance will be paid in 1960-6 L 

A sum of Rs. 1,71,050 was provided duiing the current year tow^ards 
the activities of the Central Secietariat Libraiy. Over 8,000 enquiiies 
on various aspects of education in India and about 200 statistical enquiries 
were dealt with by the Ministry, 41 publications of educational interest 
weie bi ought out by the Publications Section duiing 1959, of uhich 
mention may be made of (1) Report of the Sanskiit Commission, (2) 
Metric Weights and Measures, (3) Repoit of the Advisory Committee for 
Libraiies, (4) Repoit of the National Council for Women's Education^ 
(5) A Brochure on Educational Sinwey of India, (6) Planning Schools for 
India, and (7) A National Plan for Physical Efficiency Drive. 

The Ministiy’s main journal “The Education Quarterly" enteied its 
12tli year of publication. 



ADxMINISTRATION 


For purposes of oiganization, the Ministiy of Education is divided into, 
the following eight Divisions:— 


(a) Adminis native Division 

(b) Elementary and Basic Education Division 

(c) Secondary Education Division 

(d) Higher Education and Unesco Division 

(e) Social Education and Social Welfare Ditision 

(f) Scholarships Division 

(g) Physical Education and Reci cation Division

In pursuance of the decision of the Goveinnient of India for tj,g 
implementation of the National Discipline Scheme, a Directorate of 
National Discipline Scheme, of the status of a Suboidinate Office, ^vas 
established on 15th September. 1959. The National Institute of Audio 
Visual Education hitherto functioning as a Unit oi the Ministiy ^^f^s 
established as a seperate organisation of the status of a Subordinate Office 
of the Ministry with effect fiom 1st December, 1959. 

It has been decided to set up a Hindi Directorate as a separate oiganf. 
sation of the status of a Subordinate office, to deal with the v’OiE at 
present being dealt with in the Hindi Division of the Ministry. Necessan 
details aie being finalized. ^ 

Plan Coordination. -Th& Plan Cooidination Unit of the MiiiEtry 
continued its activities of coordinating the work of the Ministiy with 
regard to Central and States Educational Develojrment Schemes Under 
the Second! Five-Year Plan. Finalised Educational Development P^q, 
grammes for 1959-60 have been leceived fiom the States and Union 
Territories and examined. On the basis of depaitmental actuals for 
1958-59, adjustments of excess or short payments on Cential Assistance to 
State Plan schemes have been intimated to the Ministry of Finance who 
are coordinating such central grants for 1958-59. As in 1958-59, three- 
fourths of the allocated central giants on State programmes for 1959-CO is 
being leleased in the form of 'fVays and Means Advances in montliR 
instalments and this will be adjusted against the pasment sanctions to be 
issued by the Unit in February, 1960. 
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The scheme “Establishment /Strengthening of Planning and Statistical 
Units in Slate Education Depaitments’' is being implemented by all the 
States. 

Draft Educational Development Programmes of States and Union 
Territories for 1960-61 have been discussed in the Education W^oiking 
Uroiip meetings. 

For the purpose of prepaiing a diaft Third Five-Year Plan of Educa- 
tional Development, a Working Group on Education has been constituted 
at the Centre with the Educational Adviser as Chairman. Similar Work- 
ing Groups have also been set up the States and Administrations. The 
reports prepared by the Committees on (a) Basic and Social Education, 
(b) Secondary Education, (c) University and Higher Education, (d) 
Administrative and Financial Problems, and (e) Statistics, set up by the 
Central "^Forking Group, have been considered and a report on Educa- 
tion in the Third Plan has been prepared by the Working Group. It 
would be circulated to the State Governments for their guidance in the 
preparation of the Draft State Plans. The final Plan will emerge as a 
consummation of the thinking of the Centie and the States keeping in 
'View the needs of the various regions and the availability of resources. 

The various activities of the Unit will be continued during 1960-61. 
The provision for the scheme “Planning and Statistical Units” for 1960-61 
is included in the budget provision of Rs. 50 lakhs for the sub-head 
'"‘Miscellaneous Schemes’’. 



ELEMENTARY AND BASIC EDUCATION 


UNr\ERSAL, Free and Compulsory Primary Education 

Owin^ to non-availabiiity of funds, it was found that it would not 
be possible to reach the goal set out in Article 45 of the Constitution 
within the prescribed period. It was therefore decided, in consultation 
with the Planning Commission that the peiiod of universal, free and com* 
pulsory education up to 14 years should be broken up into two stages and 
that the first stage, the introduction of universal, free and compulsory 
education for all children of the age-group 6-11 should be reached by 
1965-66 at the latest. This recommendation was endorsed by the Con* 
ference of State Education IMinisters and the Central Advisory Board of 
Education and approved by the Cabinet. 

Accordingly, the State Governments and Administrations of Union 
Territories were requested to send their estimates and programme for 
introducing free and compulsory education for all children in the age- 
group 6-11. On the basis of the estimates received, it was found that an 
expenditure of the order of Rs. 300 crores will be required for providing 
free and compulsory Primary education during the Third Five-Year Plan. 
This proposal has been approved by the Central ^\^orking Group on 
Education for the Third Five-Year Plan and has been incorpoi'ated in the 
Education Flan for the country. 

One of the main lequiiements for the successful implementation of 
the programme of universal compulsory primary education h to train a 
large number of teachers. The Ministiy of Education, theiefore, look up/ 
this important and uigent matter with the Planning Commissioii and the 
Ministry of Finance and obtained their concurrence to a scheme lor pio* 
ducing an adequate number of trained teacheis for appointment during 
the Thiid Five-Year Plan by increasing the intake capacity of existing 
training institutions and by opening additional institutions, wheie iieces 
saiy. Under this scheme, Central giant on a 100% basis is being giten iO‘ 
State Governments and Union Territoiies for expanding teacher training 
facilities. According to estimates prepared by the State Governments, tlie 
total lequirement of additional teacheis during the Thiid Five-Year Pjaiu 
to implement the progiammc of free and compulsory piimaiy education 
comes to about five lakhs. This programme envisages regular tiainiiig 
for about half of these additional teachers. For the remaining, short 
orientation courses of eight to ten weeks' duration are to be arranged. 
All attempt will also be made to train as many women teacheis as possi- 
ble under this progi'amme. 
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in order to pay special attention to the quality and contents of this 
training, the follo*xving points have been emphasised:— 

(a) The training piovided should be on the Basic patceiii only; 

(b) the normal qualification for admission into these institutions 

should be matiiculation or post-Basic or higliei secondary, 
although it may be found necessary for some time to make 
some relaxation in this regard in the case of ^vomen teachers 
or in some specially backward areas; and 

(c) the diaation of iiaining should be two yeai^ as far practi- 

cable. 

Administratiie approtal ol the Government of India has beeti com- 
municated to State Governments for an expenditure of about Rs. 2*7 1 
crores during 1959-60. The scheme will be continued during 1960-61 
.and Genual assistance will continue to be given on a 100% basis. 

Model Legislation fo) Iniyodiicing Fiee and Conipuhoiy Piiniajy Ednca- 
iion 

A i\lodel Legislation ior compulsory education, prepared in consulta- 
tion with the Ministry of Law was placed before the All-India Council for 
Tlementary Education for consideration. The \iews and the suggestions 
of the Council on the draft will again be taken up with the Afinistry of 
-Law for suitable revision, if necessary. It is hoped that the Model Legis- 
lation will be sent out shortly to the State Governments for guidance. 

The Government of India being responsible for the administration of 
the Union Territories, the Ministry of Education have decided to intro- 
duce a bill in Parliament for Compulsory Education in the territories of 
Himachal Pradesh, Manipur and Tripura. A draft bill drawn up for 
the purpose in consultation with the Ministiy of Law, has been referred 
to the Ministry of Home Affairs and the Ministry of Finance. With the 
final approval of the bill by the Union Cabinet, it tvill be introduced in 
Parliament. 

A separate bill foi compulsory education in the teiritory of Delhi has 
also been processed in consultation with the Ministry of Law. After due 
obsenance of the piocediires, it will also be finally introduced in Parlia- 
ment, 

States/Union Teiiitoiies Schemes of Pre-Primaiy, Elementary, Basic and 
Women's Education (Elementary Stage) 

According to the revised procedui'e intioducedjast year regarding Cen- 
tral assistance to State Governments for the implementation of their Edu- 
cational Development programmes under the 2nd live-Year Plan, lump 
sum ways and means advance to the extent of three-fourths of the admis- 
sible Central assistance for all sectors of development are being released 
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by tbe Ministr}' of Finance in iegulai monthly instalments beginning in 
May, 1959. The amount of Central giants admissible to Slate Govern- 
ments for any category oi schemes will be calculated during the fourth 
quarter of the year on the basis of actual pi ogress achieved by them dur- 
ing the first tliree quarters and estimated expenditure during tli|^ fourth 
quarter. Group-wise sanction of grants will be issued accordingly at that 
time. 

The Administrations of all the Union Territories weie advised to go 
ahead with the implementation of all the schemes in this group within 
their financial competence and refer only such schemes to this Ministry 
ior administrative approval and expenditure sanction as are bejond their 
powers. 

Project on School Buildings Impiouement 

The purpose of this project is to provide technical assistance for im- 
proving the design, construction and improvement of school buildings 
utilising indigenous building material to the maximum. 

Towards this objective, a team consisting of an U.S. expert, an archi- 
tect and an officer oi this ^Ministry was appointed, which, after careful 
study and discussions through seminal s and with the State Governments 
for a period of two years, has submitted a report. The report which is 
under print wdll be available shortly. In addition to this, certain litera- 
ture known as flip-books have also been produced and some 30,900 copies 
were distributed ail over the country with the idea of .stimulating interest 
in and emphasising the importance of planning and construction of school 
houses. 

Embodying the idea suggested in these books, film-stiips have yiso been 
prepared and copies of the same have been supplied to all the State Gov- 
ernments and Union Territories ior exhibition. 

Another step taken under this project is the creation of nucleus li- 
braries for consultation pui poses in each of the States and Union Terri- 
tories. Books and materials, with an exclusive bearing on the subject are 
being made available as a gilt from abioad to each oi the libraries. 

Scheme of Relief of Educated Unemployment and Expansion of Primary 
Education 

According to the iiilormation lereived so far in respect of the above 
scheme the State Governments oi Andhra Pradesh, Bombav, Keiala, 
Madras, Mysore, Rajasthan, West Bengal and the Administiatioiis of 'Fri- 
pura and Maiiipiu have appointed their cpiota of teadieis foi 1958-59 
while the State Government of Uttar Pradesh and the Himachal Pradesh 
Administration will be appointing their quota ioi 1958-59 dining the 
year 1959-60, 
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Improvement of Science Education in Elementa)y Schools 

Oil the basis of the suggestions made by the State Governnieius and 
the All-India Council for Eiementai'y Education in their second meeting, 
the propo^.al was finalised and the State Governments were asked to ini- 
plement the same in not more than one area comprising 100 elementary 
schools, in their respective States, from 1st October, 1959. The Govern- 
ment of India will bear the entire expenditine up to a certain ceiling 
for various items. Central assistance will be available for the current 
year from the date oi commencement of the scheme for a period oi six 
months only. This trill be further subject to a ceiling of Rs. 7,000 lor the 
curient }ear for each State/Aclministiation with liberty to the State Gov- 
ernnient/xidministration to divide the expenditure on the lecurring and 
non-recurring items up to certain ceilings mentioned in the scheme. 

A sum of Rs. 75,000 has been provided for 1959-60 and Rs. 1,25.000 
for the year 1960-61. 


Oiienling P}ima)y Schools Toxuaids the Basic Pattern 

A National Seminar on 'Orienting Primary Schools towards the Basic 
Pattern’ was held at Allahabad on H— 13th May, 1959. Directors of Edu* 
cation oi the State Governments and Union Territories paiticipated in 
this Seminar, The Seminar discussed the lauioiis problems connected 
with the oiientation piogramme and suggested wa\s and means to im- 
plement it. The Seminar recommended among other things that the pro- 
gramme should be completed either by the Second Five-Year Plan or in 
the earlier part of the Third Fi\e-Year Plan. Some of the salient features 
of the rural teacher training scheme initiated by the Mini^tiy ol Com- 
munity Development and Cooperation weie also incorpoiated in the ori- 
entation piogramme. The Seminar also recommended that the entiie 
expenditure for the teacher training progiamme should be borne by the 
Government of India and other expenditine including the piovisim of 
equipment and literature to the oriented schools should be met by the 
State Governments. The Seminar also felt that in order to introduce 
some of the prominent features of Basic education particularly the pio- 
grammes selected for the purpose of orientation, Iieavy expenditure need 
not be incurred and that the maximum coopciation of the community 
should be enlisted. 

Recently, the Planning Commission has agreed to treat a limited 
portion of the orientation programme as a Centrally sponsored scheme 
during the Second Five-Year Plan.

I^Ianuscripts of nine monographs have been prepircd 
and are in various stages of processing for publication, entailing a total 
cost of Rs. 32,000. Anotlier set of monographs, topics for which are be- 
ing finalized, wall be taken up in 1960-61. 
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Production of Supphment-ry Rending Material for CJiiMren of Basic 

Schook 

In the first instance it has been decided to produce reading materia! 
on Genera! Science. Proposals received from publishers all over India 
-only in 1959 have been scrutinized by an Jd Hoc Committee for under- 
taking the publication of a set of 25 books on ^‘General Science*’ anti 
making them available at cheap rates by means of a suitable C;oveuimMii 
subsidy. It is proposed to assign the publication of one book each to tlie 
selected publishers on a trial basis. 

Research Projects for Produciion of Craft Material for Basic Schools 

Five research projects on ediicationa! possibilities of varirms Ci'.-tids 
were eiilriisied last year to selected post-graduate Bask Training instiai- 
tions, incliiciing one project to the National Institute of Basic Education 
for which purpose grants-iii-aid varying from Rs. S,400 to Rs. 1!;,500 have 
been given to them, except to N.I.B.E. Grants are given after scniduy of 
the details of the proposed expenditure. Reports and accounts cre called 
for after the implementation o£ the projects. One of the insiitutiuiis 
completed tlie project and 'submitted its final report which after if b’ 
examined, v/ill be published. Another set of five research projcris U 
proposed to be taken in hand early during 1960-6L 

Source Books for Basic School This scheme envisages tlie 

production of source books on different Basic school subjects. PrepiL'ii-

% vas taken up during 1958-59. The subjects have been divided into iX4i- 
veiiient parts for the preparation of manuscripts. Selection of siiiluble 
authors for the work is being made. The source books are expect cfl ic 
be brought but during 1960-61. 

Education of Girls and Women 

The National Committee on Women's Education which had been 
set up to go into the problems of tlie education of girls and women 
submitted its report to the Government early in January, 1959. The 
j’ecommendations of the Committee have been considered by the Govern- 
ment of India and decisions have been tal^en to* give high priority to 
Women's Education, to adopt special measures for the purpose, to find 
necessary funds and lo assist in the effective implementaiioa of the 
Sciiemes. 

Other Recommendatiosis have been implemented as follows: 

A National Comicil for Women^s Education has been set up to advise 
the Go%^eriimeiit about educational problems of girls at various stages 
and of adult women and has made certain recommendations for this 
purpose. 
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The Miaisiry of Edutation have recommended io the State Govern- 
ments that there should be, in each State Depauniem ol Ediicatiao, ^ 
Deputy Director oi joint Dhectoi of WomeuS Education who slioiihi 
be specially changed with the loxmulatioti and exenitioii oi the special 
progiaoimes for the edairation oi ghls and wonieo in the Slate. 

A unit has been esiablished ia the Ministry to deal with the siiidv 
ol issues arising out oi the programmes fonnulated to promote Womens 
Eflucation and expedite action.

Reeomirueiion of Secondary Education 

A sum oi Rs. 4 ciorcs was provided in llie budget loi 1959 oil for 
giving grants to llie State Governments towards tlie progress oi letonsiiur- 
lioii of secondary education. This provision has since been levised in 
Rs. 3‘5 crores. Eiery month the Ministry of Finance release iiislalPieiits 
to the State Governments as “ways and means advance^'’ Final sanction,

Educational Delegations io and fiorn India 

This item was transferred to the Ministry of Education from the 
iMinistry of Scieiilifu Reseaich and Cultural Affairs with effect from 1st 
April, 1959. For die financial year 1959-60, a provision of Rs. 75,000 
was iiiade lor this purpose. Linder this scheme a students’ delegation 
from Nepal consisting ol 15 mcmbeis came on a visit to important places 
in India for about a month and for attending the sixth Inter-Un\versity 
Ycniili Festhal at "Mssoie. 

Anotliei 12-ineoiber studen {/teacher delegation is also expected to 
come fiom Sikkim 011 a two and a half weeks torn" in January 1966. 

All iiiiofficiai Delegation of 30 Indian Teachers from Natal was also 
oil a visit to India, Ceylon and Pakistan. This tour coincides with the 
ceiitcnar} oi the emigiation ol Indians to Natal. Arrangements dining 
the period of their stay in Delhi were made by the Ministiy of Education. 
They visited' places of historical and educational importance. For the 
iiiancial year 1960-6! a pro\ision of Rs. 60,000 has been made. 
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Promotion of Inter-State Understanding 

In implementation of a Central Government Scheme under the second 
Five-Year Plan for the promotion of Inter-State Understanding amongst 
students at Secondary School level, copies of the brochure entitled ‘Guide 
to West Bengal and Assaiii’ and ‘Guide to South India’ are being supplied 
to State Governments for distribution to High /Higher Secondar} Sdiool 
students in their teriilories. A rally ol about 100 selected secondary 
school students Irom all over India was held in Delhi on the occasion 
of Republic Day Celebrations in January, 1960. The object is to biing 
students from diflerent parts ol the lountiy together and lo de\elop 
^amongst them and through them, amongst the student community in 
general, a proper understanding and sense of fellowship. A |irovisioii 
of Rs. 26,000 has been made for this Scheme during 1959-60 and of 
Rs- BO.OOO during 1960-61. 

Gandfiian Fl/iloujphy 

Copies oi the book entitled “All Men Aie Brothers” which contains 
extracts of what Gandhiji said and wiole would be distributed to ail the 
High/Highei Secondary Schools in India. Arrangements have been made 
in U.P. hK lectures on Gandhiji’s teachings. The programme will be 
pursued with other State Governments also. Arrangements aie being 
made for lectures in Colleges and Universities by eminent persons, who 
were associated with Gandhiji. 

‘ The expenditure during the current yeai is expected to be Rs. 36,500. 
A provision of Rs. 15,000 has been made for the next year. 

iV.C.C, Units in Public Schools 

It was considered that expenditure on N.C.C. Units in Public Schools 
during 1959-60 should be met by the State Governments, but the State 
Governments have regi cited theii inability to meet this charge, and a 
•sanction for a sum of Rs. 78,000 has been issued as Ministry of Education’s 
share oi the total expendiiuie loi 1959-60. 

A Budget Provision of Rs. 90,000 for this purpose has been made for 
1960-61. 

Banasthali Vidyapeeth 

A sum of Rs. S'5,000 was sanctioned on 19lh March, 1959 as an ad hoc 
grant to the Banasthali Vidyapeeth, Jaipur for the year 1958-59.

Exemption irom payment of tuition lees b) all school gcn'ng (hikhcii 
up to the Secondaiy Stage hab been sanrtionecl in Andaman and Xicobai 
Islands. 

Exemption fiom payment of tuition lees up to and including Class 
VI has been ‘•auctioned in Manipiu. 

A Reguialioii called the Andaman Sc Nicobai Islands (Piiniaiv 
Educaaoii) Regulatkai 6 oi 1959 was piomuigited on 2bth fune, 1959. 
Ibis was publi'ihed in the Gazette ol India Extiaoidinaiv on 27tli 
1959. The salient ieature> of the Regulation aie:— 

(i) E^ery child oi school age lesiding williiii a specified aiei shall 
be iec|Liiied to attend the course of piimaiy education 
imparted at a lecognised school; 

(ii) No fee for attending the course of primal y ediuation shall be 
levied at any lecognised school; and 

(ill) The guardian ol eveiy child oi school age shall cause such child 
to attend a recognised school unless there be a reasonable 
excuse for non-attendance. 

In oidei to saieguard the interests oi the teachers oi Go\einmeiit" 
aided piiwate schools in the Union Teiiitories paiticulaiiy in legaid to 
security of service, the Government oi India have framed rules on the 
lines ol the Central Civil Service (Classification, Control and Appeal) 
Rules for regulating the aw^arcl ol punishment to and the hearing of 
appeals oi the tearhcis ol aided schools. Tlic most imporiant features 
of the lilies are that no order imposing penalty sliall be passed by a school 
management except alter the teacher has been given an opportunity to 
defend himself by makiog such lepresentation as he may wish to make 
and after such representation, if any, has been given due consideration . 

All appeals against orders of punishment and other disputes relating 
to service conditions of such teachers will be heard by an Appellate 
Tribunal which will consist of the Director of Education as the Chairman 
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and the other membeis—one representing the appellant and the other 
the school managements. 

To ensure reguiar payment of salaries to the teachers of Government- 
aided schools in Delhi, permission has been given to the release of cjuar- 
telly instalments of grant-in-aid in advance subject to certain conditions. 
The most important of them are:— 

(i) That the salaries will be paid regularly within the first week 

of every month by crossed cheque. 

(ii) Heads of schools will submit a monthly report to the Diiector 

of Education certifying that the salaries of the teachers have 
been paid in time by the school managements. 

The rate of employer’s contribution to the Contributory Provident 
Fund of the employees has been increased from 6}% to 8-1/3% of the 
employees' monthly salat y. 

It has been decided that in a Government-Aided Private School in 
Delhi, a teacher should in no case remain on probation for a period 
exceeding two years. On the satisfactory completion of the probationaiy 
period he should be confirmed immediately subject to availability of a 
post and the fulfilment of other conditions of eligibility. 

A Welfare Officei of the rank of Deputy Director of Education has 
been ap|X)inted in the Education Directorate, Delhi, to look after the 
welfare of the employees of Government as well as Government-aided 
private schools. 

In Manipui and Tripura the grant-in-aid rules for payment of giants 
to prhaiely managed schools have been revised and in accordance with 
these revised uiles, the scales of pay of Government teachers have been 
made applicable to the teachers in private schools also.

The publication of '^‘Secondary EcIucation’^ a quarterly Journal was- 
continued during 1959. 

National Ileseairh Advisoiy Council for Education 

In piiisuance of the recommendations of the 2nd meeting of the 
Ck‘!itia! Research Advisory Committee held in November, 1958, the Com- 
mittee has been rediristened as the National Research Advisory Council 
loi i.diuatioii uiidei the chaimianship of the Union Education Minister. 

At Its last meeting, the Committee recommended that the two Bureaux, 
tuz.j, Central Bureau of Educational and Vocational Guidance and Central 
Bureau of Textbook Research should be amalgamated with the Centrar 
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Institute o£ Education, 6teps aie now being taken to biing about tlie 
ciesiied am'alganiation 

Tile Committee suggested that ue should call lor suggestions iioiri 
State Goveinmerits regarding pioblems lequiring reseaich in their res- 
pective areas These problems aie to be in\estigated b) the vaiioiis 
Reseaich Institutes working at the Ceotie. 0\er 270 suggestions that 
iia\e so lai been received aie undei examination. 

Cojnmittee on Moyal and Religions Education 

In pursuance of a recommendation of the Central Advisory Board of 
Education the Government of India have appointed a Committee to make 
a detailed study of the question of religious and moral instruction in 
educational institutions.

to define broadly the content of instruction at various, stages 
of education; and (b) to consider its place in the normal 
curriculum. 

The Committee held its first meeting at Bombay on 17th and IStli 
November, 1959. The Committee again met at Bombay on the 20th 
and 2ist December, 1959. The findings of the Committee were placed 
before the 27th Session of the Centra,! Advisory Board of Education 
wdiii% broadly endorsed them 

Scheme of National Awards foy Tear hens 

The Scheme of National Awards for Teachei-s was started in the 
)ear 1958-59. The object ol this Scheme is to raise the prestige of teacheis 
and to give public recognition to the distinguished services rendered by 
them to the community. The scheme at present has been confined to 



tlie piactisiiig teadieis in" Piimaiy and Secondaiy Schools only. Duiiiig 
the Jst \ear oi the Scheme, i,e. in 1958-59, 32 awards u^exe instituted on a 
u!iiioim basis oi 2 a'lvards to each State including Delhi Adminisiiatioii, 
and 2 awards for the other Union Territories taken together. Each awaxd 
consists of a Certificate ol Merit and a cash award of the value of Rs, 500. 
The minimum qualification of ten years’ recognised teaching service 
which was necessary for any teacher to be eligible for the atvard during 
the year 1958-59 has since been raised to 20 years. The pi eliminary selec- 
cioiis oi teacheis lor these awards are made by the Central Selection Com- 
mittee appointed by the Ministry of Education. 

The iolhmiiig i'artois aie taken into consideration while making the 
^elections: 

(i) Teac hex’s repuiatioii in the local community. 

(ii) Teacher’s academic efficiency and the desire for its impi'ovemeiit. 
(ill) Teacher’s genuine interest in, and love for children. 

(iv) Teadiei’s siiaxe in the social life of the community. 

I’he awauh to 32 selected teachers last )ear (1958-59) were given away 
by the Piesident of India at a special function held at Vigyan Bliavan, 
New Delhi on 25i!i January, 1959.'

Central Institute of English, Hyderabad 

The Institute has a capacity of 60 trainees. Two coinscs are run each 
yeai. Each course lasts four to five months. A seminal on the teaching 
of English vas held in May /June, 1959 at Ootacamund Funds aie 
provided to the InstiLute by the Government oi India in the lorm of 
grants. A sum oi Rs 4,70,000 in all has been sanctioned so far A sum 
oi Rs. 4,87,000 is expected to be sanctioned dining the curient financial 
year. Budget piovision for the next year is Rs 5,20,000. Assistance is 
also provided to the Institute by the Fqrd Foundation in the form of 
fellowships, stipends etc.

Thiee-Year Degree Cou\se Scheme 

In addition to Delhi Univeisity, which iiidoduced the Three-Year 
Degree Course Scheme in 1913-44, twenty-one Universities have adopted 
it to-date, seven have decided to implement it from a definite academic 
term and two have agreed to introduce it but have yet to decide on the 
year of Iniroduciion. The Government of Uttar Pradesh want to 
introduce it in the State Universities of Agra, Allahabad, Gorakhpur and 
Lucknow without distuibing the existing pattern of Secondary education 
ill that State, /.c., uvo years of High school followed by two years of 
Intel mediate The Ministiy of Education, in consultation with the 
University Grants Commission, have agreed to the proposal of the State 
Government and have requested the State Government to go ahead with 
the implementation pf the Scheme. The Bombay University propose to 
introduce a three-year honours coiuse after Intermediate while retaining 
the present wo years pass course after Intermediate and the University 
Grants Commission have agreed to allow the University to experiment 
along a different line of reorganisation. All the Universities—some witli 
minor modifications— have thus accepted the adoption of the Three-Year 
Degree Course pattern. 

The University Grants Commission has already appointed committees 
to examine the syllabuses prescribed by the Universities in various areas 
of discipline. After these committees have completed their work, the 
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University Grants Commission proposes to convene a seminar of the 
representatives of Various Universities to discuss the nature and scope ot 
integrated pass and honours courses under the Three-Year Degree Course 
scheme in 'order to ensure that the revision of syllabuses in various Uni- 
versities proceeds on the basis of a common concept. The academic 
objective of the Three-Year Degree Course scheme is thus to make sure 
that certain uniform basic standards of education at the University level 
are laid down, achieved and maintained. This is, however, a long-term 
programme and the results would only be apparent in course of time. 

The Central share of assistance, in accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the Three-Year Degree Course Estimates Committee is being 
released by the Ivlinistry of Education to the State Governments for Gov- 
ernment colleges and by the University Grants Commission to the Uni- 
versities concerned for non-Government colleges with effect from 1958-59.

Loans to Universities and the constituent colleges of Delhi U nieernty fo} 
the const} action of hostels and staff quaiteis 

All loans to Universities have to eany intciest at tlie boi rowing late 
oi the Government ot India cunent at the time of loans are sanctioned. 
So far loans amoimiing to Rs. .%81,000 Imc been sanrtioned during lb39- 
60. A sum of Rs. SO'O laUis had been originally piovided lor this 
scheme in the budget estimates lor 1959 60. According to the piesent 
indications, it is anticipated that a sum of Rs. 8*0 lakhs on!) will be 
needed for this purpose during the current financial sear. Accordiiigis , 
a sum of Rs. 8*0 lakhs has been Included in the revised estimates for 
1959-60. A pro\ision of Rs. 12*0 lakhs has been iiicliided in the budget 
estimates for 1960-61. 

Loans for the conshuction of hostels in respect oj affiliated colleges 

Under the second Five-Year Plan a sum of Rs. 160*0 lakhs was allocat- 
ed lor the scheme for the grant ol loans for the constiuction oi hostels 
to educational instituiions. As a lesiilt of the leview of the scheme, it 
has been decided that with ellect liom 1960 61, the' procedure fcjr grant 
of loans for the construction of hostels will be as lollowst— 

(i) The present piactice of giving loans direct by the Centre to 
educational institutions managed by voluntary organisations 
will be discontinued. 

(ii) The sura provided in the budget for loans will be placed at 
. the disposal ol the State Governments who will also include 

a suitable provision in tiieii own budget lor niaLing aclvames 
to the educational institutions eligible Cor assistance under 
this scheme; and 

(iii) The Government of India would also provide funds in the 
form oi giant-in~aid to the State Governments to the extent 
the inteicst chaiges on the loans advanced to the institutions 
aie waived by them alter taking into account the fmaiicia! 
capacilv of the institutions concerned. For this purpose also, 
the States will make conesponding provision in their budget. 

It has been decided that unclei the revised procedure, loans payable 
to the State Governments lor the construction of hostels wdll be paid 
through the monthly release oi ways and means advances to the States 
according to which theTmal sanction will be issued by this IMinistry in 
February, 1961, on the basis of the hist nine montlis’ actual disbursements 
by the States and die estimates loi the remaining three months of the 
year subject to suitable readjustments in the following year. 
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In the case ol* educational institutions to whom loans have been ad- 
vanced direct in previous years by the Central Government on the recom- 
mendations of the State Governments and where the full amount of the 
sanctioned loan has not been released so far, the balance of the sanctioned 
loans will continue to be paid to the educational institutions direct by 
this hlinistry. 

In respect of the proposals for loans ah'eady recommended by the 
State Governments, it has been decided that these loans will be advanced 
to the State Governments during 1959-60 -according to the procedure 
which w^as already being followed in this regard, subject to the availability 
of funds during the current financial year. 

A provision of Rs. 40 lakhs (Rs. B4 lakhs for loans to State Govern- 
ments for further re-loaning to educational institutions and Rs* 6 lakhs 
for direct loans to educational institutions) exists in the budget estimates 
for 1959-60. Out of this, the pyo\ision in respect of loans for affiliated, 
colleges is given below:— 

A. 1 Loans to States— Rs. 16 lakhs 

A. 8 Loans to Educational Institutions— Rs. 2 lakhs 

Loans amounting to Rs. 1*81 lakhs have so far been sanctioned under 
the sulj-head A. 8 Loans to Educational Institutions to the various colleges 
during the current financial year.

According to the present indications, it is anticipated that a sum of 
Rs. 1-0,00,000 (Rs. 34,00,000 under sub-head A.1 and Rs. 6,00,000 under 
sub-iieacl A. 8) will be utilised during the current financial year by other 
educational institutions co\erecl under the scheme. Accordingly a sum 
of Rs. 40 lakhs has been included in the re\ised estimates for 1959-60. 
A provision of Rs. 55 lakhs (Rs. 15 lakhs under A.1— Loans to States and 
Rs. iO lakhs iiiidci A 8— Loans to Ediication<ii Institutions) has been 
matle in tiic budget estimates for 1960-61. 


Rehabilitation grant to the Punjab University at Chandigarh 

A Visiting Committee which was appointed to assess the exact require- 
ments ol the Punjab University and make recommendations, visited the 
Punjab University on 22iid and 23id August, 1959. The Visiting 
Committee has submitted its report which is under consideration. A 
provision of Rs. 4,00,000 exists in the budget estimates for 1959-60 and 
die same provision has been included in the revised estimates for this 
year. 
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Evening colleges < 

The Uiiiversiii) of Delhi started four e\cniBg (oileges with Prepara- 
tion classes for the education of inseitice students fiom jui\, 1958, (oii- 
sequent on a decisioit of the Government of India to effect a giadiia! dis- 
continuance of the teaching of the Punjab Unhcisity couises in Delhi 
within the Teriitoiiai limits of the Uni’seisity oi Delhi. The Go\eiii- 
meiit of India agreed to give financial assistance to the extent of Rs. 15,0(10 
per annum per eteniiig college in 1958-59. lliis year a piovision oi 
Rs. 60,000 exists in the budget estimates inider Demand Xo. 1 1— Ediuaiion 
and a similai piovision has been made in the next \cai\ budget. 

Consequent upon ilte Punjab University’s decision to st(»p admi-^sion 
lo the M.A. (Previous) classes iiom this )ear, the University ol Delhi 
started a Post-Gi aduate (Evening) College ior in-sen ice stiulents in its 
Arts Faculty Building from Jiilv 1959. The Gov^ernment of India agreed 
to give the lollowing grants to the Uiiiversit) for the aforesaid college 
during 1959-60:— 

Recurring—Rs. 30,000 
Non-rccuiring— Rs. 50-000 

A sum of Rs. 30,000 has been released to the University of Delhi to 
meet the expenses of its Post-Gi aduate (Evening) Gollege, The balance 
o£ the grant tvill be paid in the course of the current financial tear. 

A provision of Rs. 35,000 has been included in the next year’s budget 
(1960-61) towards the maintenance of the aforesaid college of the Delhi 
University. 

Expansion of facilities foi Higher education in Delhi 

In view of the large scale lush of students seeking admission to Delhi 
University courses as noticed in July, 1959, this Ministry, after consult- 
ing the Ghaiiman, University Grants Commission, agreed to the opening 
of two new colleges in different parts ol New Delhi by the University 
of Delhi. Latei on, however, the Univ-eisity also peimitteci Baoarsi Das 
Ciiandwala Seva Sniarak Samiti to establish a third college, J.inaki Devi 
Mahavidyalaya, which is meant exclusively lor girls at New Delhi. So 
far as the financing of these new colleges is concerneeb the University 
Grants Commission has included the necessary piovision in their revised 
estimates for 1959-60 and budget estimates for 1960-61. 

Appointment of IVoiking Group to consider the question of expansion 
of school and collegiate education in Dellii 

Every year the Delhi Administration and Delhi University are faced 
with the problem of admission of students to schools and colleges. Owing 
to inadequate educational facilities, a large number of students have to 
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be reiiised admission. With the decision of the Punjab Univeisity to 
withdraw facilities for examinations for private students, the pressure 
on the Delhi University and its constituent and affiiialeci colleges was 
bound to increase. The pioblem has assumed further importance with 
the Go\erniiient’s decision to provide universal free and compulsory 
education lor the age-group 6-11 by 1965-66. All these considerations 
ha\c led to the appointment ol a Working Group to consider the ques- 
tion of the expansion of school and collegiate education in Delhi. The 
Gioup is to sliidv the problems of school and college education, through 
tWi* Sub-Committees lor a period of 20 years. 

7'ii(^i~Unt(^e}niy Boaid of India 

The Governmenr of India approved the proposals of the Inter- 
U!ii\ersily Board to conddei the recommendations of the Press Com- 
rRiSbion regarding Uniiersily Education in Journalism and have sane- 
tinned giant not exceeding Rs. 5,000 for this purpose.

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The funds for this Programme aie not reflected In the Government 
oi India budget. 

The impiemeniation oi the fifth )ear’s Piogicimme will be taken up 
as soon as the final appioval oi the Goverumeni of the United States is 
received. 

The implementation oi scientific equipment and book components 
of the earlier yeais of the Piogramme aie in piogress. During the year 
1959-60, a team of tliiee American expcits in evaluation techniques visited 
the Indian universities; an iVmeiican Consultant in Chemical T'ecliiio- 
logy was assigned to the Punjab Univeisity and an American Consultant 
in Astronomy was assigned to the Osmania Universit). Two Indian As- 
tronomers horn the Osmania University were spoiisoied fot aclvanced 
Studies in the USA. One of tliem has already left and anothei is due to 
go early in 1960. 

Under the Programme, an allocation of >75,000 had been made for 
procuring Indian Central and State Government publications foi selected 
institutions in the U.S.^V. The necessaiy ariangemeiits for impiefTienting 
this project were finalised in February, H)59, and the ivork is now in 
progress. 

Home Science Education and Research 

% 

The project for assistance to Home Science Education and Research 
under Supplement 1 to Operational Agreement 11 undci the Ind»io-US 
Technical Cooperation Programme continued to develop dining the year 
1959-60. In addition to the lour American technicians who had arriv- 
ed in 1958-59, five mdre anived in 1959-60 and took up their assignment 
in the institutions selected as Regional Deinonstnttion Centies under the 
project. One of the technicians had to leave on grounds of health. Eight 
Indian Home Science teachers wcie selected for acbaiiced tiaining In the 
U.S.A. and left in Decembei, 1959. The lemainiiig lorn training iaciii- 
ties for Home Science teachers and four obser\ation facilities for four 
Home Science adminisu ators are proposed to be utilised in eaiiy 1960. 
Project Implementation Ordeis for commodities— books worth 1?8,000 and 
equipment worth $62,000— were signed and the commodities staited arii\- 
ing in 1959-60. Only the cost of commodities and incidental rliaiges and 
local costs of technicians are leflected in Goveinnient of India budget and

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A Home Science Seminar was held at Bangalore in May, 1959^ to 
develop a commoii concept to underlie all curricula in Home Science. 
The Ameiican technicians helped in.' the tiaining programme of Home 
Science teaclicis tliiv^agh seminars, vroiLshops and refresher courses at the 
Jeiiioiisiiation CciUtrcs and the participating institutions. A survey of the 
Home Science piogrammes in India has also been uiidertalcen under the 
|ii'o|eci to ris'^ess the piesent status of Home Science education and rc- 
secucli and its future needs of development and improvement. 

Piihln Ad >nin^siratio7i 

The projeci foi assistance to the Public Administration Centre at the 
Liicknow Unhersily under Supplement to Operational Agreement 27 of 
the Indo-US Tedinical Cooperation Pioramme continued during 1959-60 
so far as the supply ol library materials was concerned. The period of 
operation of the book component was extended up to 26tli October, 1959 
and the uipply of books is expected to be completed before 3Ist Marcln 
1960. As rhe cost of commodities is reflected in the Government of India 
budget, a provision of Rs. 1,19,000 was made in the revised estimates for 
1959-60. 

Village ApprenliceAiip Scheme 

Theksperalion of this scheme, which had made a valuable contribution 
towards developing among veiectecl University students and teachers a 
spiiit ol ‘-ocial service and responsible understanding of the problems of 
ruial leco!l^Lnlctioll came to <iii end nn 31st March, 1959. 4,066 students 
and feachei apprentices participated in the scheme over a peiiod of three 
ye.us from 1956-57. An amount of Rs, 5,98,022 is expected to be utilised 
loi pi)riiaiu of sdpends to Auccessful apprentices as against the lotal gram 
ol Ks. 8 , 1 6,667 made by the Ford Foundation. The outstanding claims of 
1958-59 v,Lic stifled in 1959-60. 

din Foul Foundation ngieed in April, 1959, to extend the period of 
utili'.ation of ihc unspent IjaLince of the grant on a plan of operations to 
be mutually agreed upon between the Ford Foundation and the Ministry. 
The mannci utilisation ol the balance^ of the grant is under considera- 
iioo. 

A piovision of Rs. 87,100 has been made in the revised estimates for 
195944) for settling the out landing claims and a provision of Rs. 2,17,000 
has ?>etn pioposed in the budget estimates for 1959-60 for developing a 
suitable programme. 

Indo-US Agrremeni of February 2, 1950, for financing certain exchange 

piogrammes 

Under the programme for the year 1959-60 administered by the US 
Educational Foundation in India, 12 university professors and research 
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scholars, 19 school teachers and 100 students weie sent fioin India m the 
USA for studies /research /teaching and SI American professors and 21 
American students came to Iidia ior similar purposes. 

Under the agieement, the Government of Inclia makes a c,rant to the 
U.S. Ediicalioiiai Foimdalioii in India lor the taxes and duties paul b, it 
and the Ameiican giantee's in India. For this purpose a piovision of 
Rs. 2,50,000 has been made in the revised estimates for 1959-60 rind an- 
other of Rs. 3,50,000 in the budget csuma.tes of 1900-fil. 

Introductiofi o] che Qeneial EducatUm (Oiaw^ ip [pJian i pfiiP 

A scheme has been drawn up 'o give a birthci !m])rtiis to the pio 
gramme of Geneial Education wdth a grant fioni the Fold loumhiiioi!. 
Under this scheme, six universities have been sc1cctv,d for the grant of 
assistance to conduct seminars, undeitale pi epa ration of reading material 
and obtain equipment and books for General Education put pose. The 
Ford Foundation in India has agreed to make a grant of $50,000 for the 
purpose, of which $25,000 are proposed to be utilised dining 1950-60 and 
the remaining grant in 1960-61. A piovision of Rs. 1,19,000 has been 
made both in the levised estimates for 1959-60 and in the budget estimates 
for 1960-61. 

Colombo Plan— Gift of AiiUraJian books to the Indian in\titniions/ binaries 

The Government of Australia, thiough their High Commission io 
India, have made gifts of books on Australia to tlie Indian universities/ 
institutioiis/libraries for reference purposes. As the cost ol these boohs 
is to be reflected in Government ol Iiidia^ budget, a provision of Rs. 61,000 
has been made in' the revised estimate^ lor making the iieccssai 7 adjust- 
ments. 

National Service by Students 

The c|iiestioii of introducing national servdee by students, both ns a 
measure of educational reform and to improve the quality of manpower, 
which the country needs for a rapid social and economic development, 
has been engaging the attention of the Government for some time past. 
The national service is aimed at inculcating a sense of discipline, eiigcnder- 
iiig a spirit of social service and realising the dignity of manual labour in 
practice amongst the educated youth of the country through productive 
and constructive woik for national reconstruction and life under strict 
discipline. A committee of educationists and admiiiistrators, under the 
chairmanship of Dr. C. D. Deshmukh was appointed in September, 1959, 
to work out a suitable programme of national sciwice by students. The 
Government has received the report of the committee and hopes that it 
will be possible to launch a programme of national service in the near 
future. 
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Mural Institutes of Higher Education 

One new institute, namel>, Kastmba Ruiai Institute, Rajpuia, was add- 
ed in 1959-60 to the existing ten Rural Institutes. The Rural Institutes 
continued to male progress during the year and giants ior their pro- 
grammes of development and improvement and for the award of stipends 
to poor students from ruial areas were made The number of students 
enioiled in the Riiial Institutes has also been rising steadily.

TCM asnstance to Riiml Institutes 

The project for assistance to Ruial Institutes under Operational Agree- 
ment 67 of the Iiido'US Technical Cooperation Proiamme was developed 
further during 1959-60. Twenty teachers from the Rural Institutes were 
deputed for advanced training in the U.S.A. in extension and research 
methods. These teachers, after studying the rural education and develop- 
ment programmes in some countries in West Asia and Europe, will study 
for two semesters in the Beria College, Kentucky, under the guidance of 
Dr. Louis Smith, who served as Constitltant to the Ruial Institutes for 
three months in 1959-60. 

A Supplement to Operational Agreement 67 was also entered into in 
1959 and it provided for the services of an American technician and four 
short-term American consultants foi organising extension and reseaicli 
activities and training in methods of instruction and additional commo- 
dities woitli 125,000.

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Seminars on Riual Education 

Locals regional and inter-State seminars are organised to enable tbe 
teacliers of the Rural Institutes to discuss their common problems and to 
give them in-service training in various subjects. One local and three 
inter-State seminal s and three workshops on ‘hural problems and politi- 
cal science’’, ‘Sociology and social woik” and '‘economics and cooperation” 
have been held so far. It is proposed to organise such seminars and work- 
shops ill 1900-61. 

This scheme is entirely financed by a grant of $25,000 made by the Ford 
Foundation, vvdiirh is reflected in the Government of India budget. Ac- 
cordingly, a piovision of Rs. 10,000 has been made in the revised estimates 
of i959-60 and another ol Rs. 75,000 in the budget estimates for 1960-61. 



AUDIO-VISUAL EDUCATION 


National Institute of Audio-Visiial Education 

The National Institute of Audio-Visual Education that lias been es- 
tablished has started running its course. During lOGOGl, ]2fl persoiis 
will be trained in the short-term course in audio-\ isimi edufatioii and 
40 in the long-tern course. 

The following will be the main functions of the Inslitule:- 

1. To provide post-graduate training laciliiies to iiaiiied teachers 

in the field ol audio-visual education (theory and piaclice)* 

2. To piovide training in the production and use of vaiious aids 

like charts, illustrated booklets, bulletins, fLimielgiaphs, ex- 
hibits, filmstrips and other audio-visual educational mateiial. 

3. To conduct research in the eftectiveness of vaiious aids and ex- 

periment in the production of cheap audio-visual mateiiai 

4. To conduct experiments in the production and evaluation of 

educational and instructional audio-visual mateiial. 

For the project^ T.C.M. have given the following assistance: 

1. Audio-Visual equipment worth $1,20,000. 

2. Services of three U.S. experts in auclio-\isual aids loi two ' 

years. 

3. Training facilities to six participants from the staff of the Insti- 

tute in the U.S.A. 

Material worth $1,20,000 has been received foi the Institute. 

One of the U.S. experts for the Institute joined on 16ih Jaiiuaiy, 1959, 
and left in September, 1959. The Director of the Institute has also been 
appointed. 

34 trainees will be taken for each of the short term and long term 
couises in Audio-Visual Education. It has also been decided to take -six 
more trainees from the Central Ministries for training in each course. 

Training in the short term course is expected to start from February, 
1960, and in the long term course as soon as sufficient staff has been 
recruited for the purpose. 

National Board for Audio-Visual Education 

The Third Meeting of the National Board for Audio-Visual Educa- 
tion was held at New Delhi, on January 5-6, 1959. In implementation 
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o£ one of its lecoiiimendcitions, an Advisory Standing Committee lias been 
set up and its Fiist meeting was held in September, 1959. 

The Fourth meeting of the National Boaid lor Audio-Visual Educa- 
tion was held on the 14th December, 1959.

Ttmnslation of Teaching Notes 

Keeping in view the interest of Hindi reading teachers in the country, 
the work of preparing Hindi teaching notes of the filmstrips was taken 
up. Hindi teaching notes for 66 filmstrips were prepared. These notes 
are sent aloiigwith the filmstrips for the use of member-institutiom of 
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tlie Cential Filai Library. The desired number of Hindi teaching notes 
of the filmstrips are supplied to the State film libraries for their use. 

Translation of 40 more teaching notes is expected to be done during^ 
the current financial year. 

In order to promote the intensive use of the films/filmstrlps for class- 
room teaching, all the State Governments have been instructed to trails* 
late the teaching notes of the films/ filmstrips available with them into 
their respective regional languages. 

Unesco TraveUtng Ltbfaiy of Visual Aids 

The Unesco Travelling Library of Visual Aids has since been receiv- 
ed in the National Institute of Audio-Visual Education from the National 
Fundamental Education Centre, New Delhi. 

Foreign Assistance 

Under the Colombo Plan, the Government of India have received the 
remaining four mobile cinema vans from the Government of Australia. 
Out of these, one van each has been allotted to (1) Andaman and Nico- 
bar Islands (2) Madras State and (3) the Panjab State. The fourth van? 
has been retained by the Ministry to replace the existing one proposed 
to be given to the Government of Bihar. 

Grants to Voluntary Organisatiofis 

The of Education formulated a scheme for giving financial 

assistance to voluntary organisations/educational Institutions for organis- 
ing audio-visual programmes. A piovision of Rs. 15,000 has been made 
for the year 1959-60. Under this scheme financial assistance not exceed- 
ing 50% of total expeiidituie, or Rs. I,000~whichever is less, can be 
granted to one voluntary organisation. 

State (Centrally Aided) Schemes 

To encourage Audio-Visual Education in States/Union TerritorieSs. 
the Central Government have already offered 50% and 100% aid respec- 
tively of the actual expenditure incurred by them for the implementation 
of certain audio-visual schemes, framed by the Government of India 
during the Second Five-Year Plan. During the year 1959-60, a sum of 
about Rs. 5 lakhs is expected to be sanctioned in this connection.

Translation of Teaching Notes 

Since there are more filmstrips which deserve to be brought to the 
notice of Hindi reading teachers, the work of preparing Hindi notes for 
filmstrips will continue during 1960-6 L 

Production of Films 

The Institute plans to produce six more films by the end of the next 
financial year. 



SOCIAL EDUCATION 

National Fimdameiital Education Centre 

At the beginning of the year the training course for the second batdi 
of District Social Education Organisers was being conducted at the 
National Fundamental Education Centre. As ail the necessary Staff has 
been recruited and equipment secured, the Centre could make consi- 
derable progress in the year 1959. 

The strength of the academic staff of the Centre during the year 1959 

was nine. Besides, there were two foreign experts and three Research 
Fellows. 

The strength of the ministerial staff and Class IV staff was SI. 
Training Course 

The training course for the second batch of DSEO's^ which was started 
on 17th November, 1958, continued up to 17th April, 1959. T.liis batch 
consisted of 22 trainees from different States. 

The training course for the third batch of DSEO's was started oo 
15th June, 1959, and concluded on 14th November, 1959. This batch 
of trainees consisted of 17 district officers in chai'ge of Social Education 
from different States. 

A complete coverage of all the subjects in the syllabus was attempted 
in each training course. In addition to the lectures on the contents of 
the syllabus, the trainees did individual work consisting of reading 
writing and other assignments. Group work. Group Discussions^. 
Semimars, Demonstrations and visits for observations were also arranged. 
Supporting field work and practical were organized by taking tiie 
tiainees to nearby villages and for study tours to the Community Develop- 
ment Blocks in Punjab, Rajasthan and Uttar Pradesh. 

T.C.M. Aid 

(a) The Technical Co-operation Mission of United States had al- 
ready supplied equipment worth 1 14,608* 98 in the year 1958. In 1959 
the total equipment received from the TCM so far is worth $21,825.50. 
Ill addition to this, the TCM continued the services of Br. Homar 
Kampfer, Expert in Adult Education. 

(b) Under the TCM programme of Participant’s Training, Shri H. 
P. Saksena, Assistant Director, went to USA on 9th Septembei, 1959* 
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He is at present undergoing training in Research Procedures in die 
University of Cornell, Ithaca (USA). 

Library 

The Library of the Centre, which had 1,970 books at the beginning 
of the year, extended considerably. It has now 3650 hooks. In addi- 
tion to this, several Indian and foreign Journals on subjects connected 
with social education are being subscribed to. 

Research Work at the Centre 

’Ihe research project on ‘Village Meeting Places' completed in 1958 
was got printed and copies have been distributed to persons and organi- 
sations interested in such research. The second research project on 
■“Village Meeting Places and Community Centres in Mehrauli Block” has 
also been completed. Investigations on the third research project on 
^Reading Habits and Interests of the Village People' in village Mukhmeb 
pur in Alipur Block has also been completed and the data is now being 
analysed. 

Audiovisual Unit 

The Audio-Visual Unit set up for production of better type of mate- 
rial and equipment for Social Education, produced a filmstrip ‘How 
to make a flaniielgraph'. A second filmstrip has been taken up. The 
silkscreen press of the Unit has now been started. A television set has 
been given to the National Fundamental Education Centre by the All- 
India Radio for evaluation of the programme. A tele-club has been 
formed at the Centre and repoits are being sent regularly to the All- 
India Radio authorities. 

Medical Unit 

The Medical Unit under the Doctor-cum-Health Instructor provided 
medical aid to the trainees living in the hostel. It also held demonstra- 
tions in health education and rural sanitation in the villages visited^ by 
the trainees as a part of the training course. 

Clearing House Activities 

With a view to supplying information to the DSEO's who have 
received training at the centre and to other persons and organisations 
engaged in Social Education work, 28 cydostyled notes were prepared and 
distributed. A cydostyled NFEC Bulletin has been started and its first 
issue was distributed to DSEO's and other persons and organisations 
interested in Social Education. Instructors p£ Social Education Organi- 
sers' Training Centre continued visiting the National Fundamental Edu- 
cation Centre for studying the training programme and the techniques of 
field woik. Grantees of fellowships of International organisations and 
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visitoi5 trom foreign countries came to the Centre for observation and 
study. In the ^car 1959, 36 visitors from ten countries visited the Centre. 

iiisti iictoi s and students from Social Education Organiser*s Training 
Centres, Home Extension Wings and Rural Institutes came to the 
National Imndamental Education Centre for study of its woik and discus- 
sion of social education programmes. 

During the peiiod }anuary-~-March 1960 a training coiijse of live 
months for the fourth batch of district officers in charge of Social Edu- 
cation of the State Governments will be started. 

Outlines of Fiogramme for 1960-61 

In this year the National Fundamental Education Centie will conduct 
two training courses, each of 5 months duration, for the district officers 
in charge of social Education. It will take up additional research pro- 
jects and also engage in production of literature. Clearing house acti- 
vities will be continued on a larger scale. 


Financial Assistmce to Voluntary Educational Organisations in the Field 
of Social Education, including Library Development 

The provision for this scheme stands at Rs. 3 lakhs. Out of this 
Rs. 1,37,337 has been sanctioned so far to 7 Institutions. The balance 
ih expected to be sanctioned to other Institutions during the remaining 
part of this financial year. For 1960-61 a budget provision of Rs. 3 lakhs 
has been made for this scheme. 

Grants under Minister's Discretionary Fund 

Grants amounting to Rs. 40,000 were sanctioned to four institutions 
during the year 1959 for development of their libraries and social 
education. 

Institute for Training of Librarians 

The first three-months' refresher course with 13 trainees from various 
States started in March, 1959, in this institute. A one-year diploma course 
commenced on iSth July, 1959, and nine trainees from different States 
are attending the course. 

Evening Institute for Workers^ Education 

An Advisory Board has been set up to run the Institute, with the Labour 
Commissioner for Madhya Pradesh as Chairman. It has representatives 
of the Cenuai Ministries of Education and of Labour and Employment, 
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representatitves of State Departments of Labour and Education (Madhya 
Pradesh), representatives of employers and workers, and representatives 
of othei Social Welfare Organirations. All executive powers will be 
vested in a small Committee of this Board consisting of the Chaiiman, 
the representatives of the Central Ministries of Education, and Labour 
and Employment, the repi esentatives of the Labour and Education 
Depaitment of Madhya Pradesh, and two persons nominated from among 
the other members of the Board and the Waiden. The first meeting of 
die Board i.as held on 21th and 25th December, 1959 The Institute is 
expected to start fiinctioniiig shortly. 

Research into Syllabus, Textbooks and Supplementary Reading Mateiial 
for Adult Schools 

The Research, Training and Production Centre of Jamia Millia 
continued the scheme ot Research into the syllabus, textbooks and 
supplementary material for Adult Schools, 

The experimental adtilt schools set up during the last year are i mining 
satisfactorily. Achievement tests to the students of different grades were 
given and those qualified weie promoted to the next grade. During 
this year, the evaluation and giadation of supplementary reading material 
for various giades of Adult Schools has been in progress. 

Oiiginally the estimated expenditure on the scheme was Rs 2,73,330/-. 
But now it has been sealed down to Rs. 2,18,588/-. Out of this, 
Rs. 1,20,000/- have been released to the Jamia Millia so far. This 
scheme will come to close in June, 1960. 

Preparation of Eight Guided Books for neoditerates 

The Hindustani Cukme Society Allahabad, which had been assigned 
the job of pieparing eight graded books for neo-literates, have submitted 
the manuscripts of the fiist foui books of tire series. These tvill be 
examined by a committee of expeits before they are printed. 

Production of Literature foi Soda! Education Workets 

Under the scheme of Pioduction ot Literature for Social Education 
Workers, the Ministry piepaied thiouglr the agency of Idara-Talim-O- 
Taraqqi, New Delhi, and Planning, Reseaich and Action Institute, 
Lucknow, the following tluee handbooks:— 

1. Teaching adults to read and write. 

2. An annotated bibliography of Hindi and Urdu dramas. 

3. Rural recreation. 

Copies of these books were distributed to State Governments, Ministry 
of Community Development & Co-operation and prominent organisa- 
tions and workers in the held of Social Education. 
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Unesco Fellowships for Training in Denmark 

Under their Technical Assistance Programme for 1959, Unesco 
offered four Fellowships in Adult Education Training Course in Den- 
mark, held during August-September, 1959. For this course four 
Indian Fellows were selected and sent for training. Two of these were 
from Mysore State and one each from Bombay and West Bengal. 

Library Expert under Colombo Pla,n 

The services of a library expert were procured under the Colombo 
Plan during 1958. She remained here titll May, 1959 During her 
period of assignment she visited various States and gave valuable advice 

in matters of library development, 

Gyan Sarovar--A Popular Encyclopaedia in Hindi 

Out of the five volumes of Hindi Encyclopaedia, popularly known as 
Gyan Sarovai, two volumes have already been published. The manu- 
scripts of the remaining three volumes are nearing completion. 

Vishma Bharati 

The publication of the other Hindi Encyclopaedia 'Hindi Vishwa 
Bharati* has also made rapid progress during the current year. Volumes 
III, IV and V, of 10,000 copies each, have been published. It is expected 
that Volume VI may also come out very soon. 

National Book Trust of India 

A sum of Rs. T50 lakhs was sanctioned to the National Book Trust 
during the current financial year for carrying out its activities. It is 
pioposed to translate some well-known books into various Indian 
Languages and publish them in the near future. These include 'Kalki' 
(original in English by Dr. S. Radhakrishnan), ‘To-day and To-morrow^ 
(original being Azad Memorial Lectures of Sri Jawahar Lai Nehru) 
and ‘Aspects of Science* (original in English by Dr. C. V. Raman). 

Unesco Prize Scheme of Books for New Reading Public 

During the current year, ten prizes of |480 (Rupees 2280/- app.) were 
announced by the Government of India, in co-operation with Unesco^ 
for being awarded to Indian authors of the best books in Hindi, Tamil, 
Bengali and Urdu for the New Reading Public published during 1957-58. 
The Popular Literature Committee adjudged six books as deserving of 
the prizes which were announced on 2nd October, 1959. Steps are 
being taken to purchase 1500 copies each of the 6 prize-winning books. 

Basic and Cultural Literature 

In co-operation with the Ministry of Community Development and 
Co-operation, the Ministry of Education announced the award of prizes 
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0E Rs. 1,000/- eacii to the selected authois of best manuscripts on ten 
.selected topics. This is the first competition of its kind. A similar set 
of prizes under this scheme will be awarded in 1960-61, 

National Se?ninar for Fi inters and Publishers 

In their Statement of Activities for the year 1959, Unesco offered 
a sum of ‘?2,000 for organising a Seminar for Printers, Publishers and 
booL-selleis. Accepting this offer the Ministry of Education organised 
a National Seminar for Printers, Publishers and Book-sellers at Kishan 
Qiand Chella Ram College, Bombay, for a period of seven days from 
iOth to 1 6th November, 1959. Four papers were discussed by experts on 
‘Printing Trade in India*, ‘Book Production Problems*, ‘General Book 
'Publishing Industry in India* and ‘Book-Selling*. The entire expendi- 
tture towards the Seminar was met by Unesco. 

^Unesco Regional Workshop on Book Distribution, Promotion and 

Market Research 

The Government of India acted as host to the Unesco Regional Work- 
shop on Book Distribution, Promotion and Market Research, at Madras, 
for a period of three weeks, from 30th November, 1959, to 1 9th December, 
1959. The Southern Languages Book Trust co-operated with the Govern- 
ment of India in organising the Seminar. Four to six delegates each from 
Burma, Ceylon, Iran, India and Pakistan participated. The Workshop 
was held at Hotel Oceanic, Madras, The expenditure for the workshop 
was met by Unesco. As host country, the Government of India were re- 
quired to provide for certain items like transportation within the country, 
facilities for oiBce accommodation, documentation etc. A grant of 
Rs. 10,500 was sanctioned to Southern Languages Book Trust, Madras, 
who co-operated in the organisation of the Workshop. 

;Popalar Books o?i Important Subjects 

A piize of Rs. 5,000 has been announced to Dr. H, R. Ghosal, of 
-Bihar University, for his manuscript entitled ‘The Histoiy of India*. 
Steps are afoot to bring out the manuscript in Plindi and later on in 
some of the regional languages. 

Prize Scheme for Books for Neo-Litetaies 

Out of the 40 books/manuscripts which weie selected under the fifth 
Competition for a pi i/e of Rs. 500 each in 1958, live in various Indian 
languages weie selected for an additional award of Rs. 500 each. 

1500 copies each of the 40 books/manuscripts which were awarded 
prizes on 2nd October, 1959 under the Vth Competition for books for 
neo-literates were either pm chased or are in the process of being 
purchased. 
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SO prices of Rs. 500/- each, under the Vlth Competition for books for 
neo-literates, were aisi> announced on 2nd October, 1959. Further com- 
petition for the award of live additional prizes of Rs. 500/- each is being 
held among the above noted 30 books and manuscripts. Its result will 
be declared on 26t!i January, 1960.

Rules of entry for the Vllth Competition (to be announced shortly) 
have also been framed. 

Steps are also being taken to reconstitute the Popular Literature 
Committee. The Prize scheme will be continued in 1960-61. 

Purchase of Social Education Literature in Hindi 

Under the Ministry’s scheme for the purchase of Social Education 
literature in Hindi, 56 books have been selected this year for purchase 
by the State Governments. This Ministry will pay 50 per cent, of the 
cost, along with transportaion charges, of the selected books required 
by the various State Governments, the other 50 per cent, of the cost 
being met by the State Governments themselves.

Provision oC a sum of Rs. 175 laklis was made in the budget f« 
1958-59 and of a sum of Rs. 200 lakhs in the budget for the currei 
financial year. Revised budget estimates for the current financial yei 
are Rs. 188:19 lakhs. Grants amounting to Rs. 199:88 have been giv« 
to the Board from January, 1959, to December, 1959. 

During the year under review% the Board assisted 2,130 vohmtai 
organisation working in the different fields of social welfare. T1 
assistance given to these organisations amounted to Rs. 47*35 lakh 
A further sum of Rs. 3*08 lakhs was given for the constraction of bull 
logs for 108 project centres. 

During this year, the Board established 169 projects of the coord 
nated pattern bringing the total number of Welfare Extension Projec 
In the country to 673. The total share of the Board’s expenditure o 
these projects amounted to Rs. 77:21 lakhs. A sum of Rs. 8:15 laki 
was spent during this year on the Board’s training programme. 8] 
gram sevikas, 76 mttkhya sevikas, 25 midwives, 120 dais^ 211 ambi 
rharkha instructors and 63 handicraft trainees are under training. 

Under after care programmes sponsored by the Board 9 State Heme 
14 District Shelters and 11 Production Units were sanctioned.

Foreign Aid Under T.C.M, Programme O.A. No. M—Social Welfare Edt 
cation 

Under the main agreement of O.A, No. 44, dealing with the develo| 
merit of Social Welfare Education in India, seven Social Welfare Experi 
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were to work in various schools of social work of recent origin in India. 
Six of them left prior to January, 1959, after completing assignments. 
One of them Miss N, Hartman, is still wwking at the Institute of Social 
Sciences, Kashi Vidyapeeth. She will work at the Institute up to May i960. 
The total estimated cost of the project under this agreemeet is $380,780. 
Out of this 13,24,400 is for experts, S40,500 for participants and $15,880 
is for commodities. Provision for advanced training of six Indian parti» 
cipants in Modern Social Work Techniques existed under this 
agreement. Four of them have since returned to India after completing 
their training. 

Under the supplemental agreement dated 14th May, 1959, three more 
experts are to work in three schools of social work, one of whom, Mr. 
Richard John Parvis, has started work at the Lucknow University. Two 
of them are expected to join the Madras School of Social Work on 31st 
December, 1959, and all these three will work in India at the above insti- 
tutions for two years. The total extended aid provided in this supple- 
mental agreement is $195,475. Out of this $175,000 is for experts, $15,975 
for participants and $4,500 for commodities. Provision for having 3 more 
participants exists under this supplemental agreement. 

Research in Social ITeZ/^re.—The object of this scheme is to encourage 
the non-university institutions to carry out research in social fields approv- 
ed by the Advisory Board on Social Welfare. All applications are scruti- 
nised by a sub-committee of the Advisory Board on Social Welfare- All 
reports of completed projects are also scrutinised by the same committee. 
Periodical reports on the progress of schemes are called for. Grants are 
released in instalments after taking into account the progress of the aided 
school. Audited statements of accounts are also examined in order to 
ascertain whether the funds are utilised properly for the approved pur- 
pose. 

Grants amounting to Rs. 9,600 were given to three institutions during 
the period under review. Provision of a sum of Rs. 40,000 exists in the 
budget for 1959-60 for this scheme. This has been revised to Rs, 20,000. 
Provision of a sum of Rs. 40,000 has been made in the next year's budget. 

Financial Assistance to Voluntary Organizations for Child Welfare^ 

Grants under this scheme are given through State Governments who ini- 
tially scrutinise the applications and certify whether the institutions can 
make a signaficant contribution in the field. After the grants are given, 
periodical progress reports are called for and the audited statements of 
accounts are received through State Governments who satisfy themselves 
about the progress made. During the period under review, grants amount- 
ing to Rs. 68,580 have been sanctioned to three institutions. Provision of 
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a sum of Rs. 1,41,000 was made in the budget for 1959-60 for this scheme^ 
This has however, been revised to Rs. 40,000. Provision of a sum of 
Rs, 1,00,000 has been made in the budget for 1 960-6 L 

Ad hoc Gmnts to Institutions Conducting Training and Research in 
Socml Welfare and Institutions for the Handicapped,— Bnrmg the f^eriod 
under review grants amounting to Rs. 1,38,000 have been given to, seven 
institutions. Provision of a sum of Rs. 3,50,000 was made in the budget 
for 1959-60 for this scheme. This has however, been revised to Rs. 2,00,000. 
Provision of a sum of Rs. 2,00,000 has been made in the budget for 1960- 
61. 


EDUCATION OF THE HANDICAPPED 

Model School fo} Blind Children -—At piesent only the kindeigarten 
and primary sections of the school have been opened. There is accom- 
modation for fity children who are provided free board, lodging, clothes 
and tuition. Next year it is proposed to expand the school to provide 
accommodation for 75 children, to make arrangements for education up 
to the eight class and to add the teachers’ training department. 

Since the expansion of the school has been postponed to the next year, 
the original piovision of Rs 1,47,000 in this year’s budget has be^n revised 
to Rs. 97,000. Provision of a sum of Rs. 1,16,800 has been made in the 
budget for 1960-61. 

The Sheltered Workshop for the Blind.— Thh workshop functions as 
part of the Tiaining Centie for the Adult Blind, Dehra Dun, and provides 
remunerative employment to five blind weavers and five blind chair 
caners. The revised piovision in the budget for 1959-60 for the adminis- 
tration and expansion of the workshop, is Rs 40,000. Provision of a sum 
of Rs. 50,000 IS being made for this scheme in the budget for 1960 61 to- 
wards the expansion of the workshops. 

Woikshop foi the Manufacture of Bmtlle A p pit a nces.— The workshop 
is attached to the Centra! Braille Press, Dehra Dun and produces educa- 
tional and recreational appliances for the blind. 

The levised provision in the budget for 1959-60 is Rs 25,000. Provision 
of a sum of Rs 50,000 has been made for 1960-61 towards the expansion of 
the workshop. 

Women's Section of the Training Centre for the Adult Blind.— During 
the current year a new building has been hired for the Centre and it is 
proposed to provide accommodation for 35 trainees. Provision of a sum 
of Rs. 57,200 has been made for the section in the budget for 1 960-6 L

With a 
view to achieving this, it wss decided that lump sum grants might be 
placed at the disposal oi each State Goveinmciil in succeeding financial 
Yfars and that they might be allowed to utilise the funds for the grant of 
Imanciii! assistance according to a policy framed by themselves within 
the overall pattern oi the general scheme. It was also decided that the 
amount of lump sum giants might be reduced with the progressive set- 
tling dmvn oi displaced peisons, so that die gap between the displaced 
ptrsoiis and others could be seduced so far as financial assistance was 
ciinceriied. In the light of this decision, lump sum grants for the finan- 
cial )eai 1958-59 were made to the various States and Tripura Adminis- 
tiatioii on the basis of the actual expenditure incuried by them on the 
SI heme dining 1957-58. For succeeding finanda! years, the Ministry of 

Rehabilitation decided that the lump sum gi'aiits should be reduced by 

2fl pei cent, eadi year so that the Gentra! Government's liability may 
cense by 31st Afarcli, 1960. Thereafter, the displaced students would be 
innied on a pai trith the noimal population ot the various States in the 
mattei ol giant of finandai assistance to them.

%pot stud\ of the iusuiiiuons concesiied and have made their recom- 
inmdatioiis to the Gcneuuiieiit in lespect ol fioaiida! lequirerneiits of 
the Institutions ioi impiaveiiient and developiQent. During the period 
under Refxut the outimspot study ol the Institutions ni the Southeiii 
jitd Northern and Eastern Regions has been completed, IiiipIeiiieiitatioi> 
id the re€oinmeiKkuk>iH ol che Committees has also been taken up. 
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The Scheme has also been approved by the Expendituie Finance 
Committee. Although the recommendations oi the three visiting Com- 
mittees exceed Rs, 50 lakhs, it is proposed to limit the expenditure 
during the Second Five-Year Plan within the ceiling oi Rs. 15 lakhs as 
suggested by the Expenditure Finance Committee. The Scheme will 
doubtless have to be carried forward to the Third Five-Year Plan. 

(ii) National Physical Efficiency Dnive 

The implementation of the Scheme has been taken up during the 
^ year under report with the publication oi the illustrated brochure on 
the National Physical Efficiency Diive. T’he State Governments/ 
Universities, Physical Education , Training Institutions etc have been 
requested to hold the tests throughout the country in order that the 
drive is taken up on a nation-wide basis. It is expected that by the 
^jid of Second Five-Year Plan period about one thousand testing centres 
will be set up under this scheme in the different parts of the country. 
By the end of March, 1960 it is hoped that about 400 testing centres 
will be set up in different parts of the country. The Scheme also pro- 
vides for the payment of a grant of Rs. 300 each to the testing centres 
to enable them to purchase the requisite equipment and to meet other 
expenditure. 

The Ministry has also decided to translate the illustrated brochure 
into 14 recognised’ regional languages of the country. The State Gov- 
ernments have been requested to take up these translations and have 
also been promised grants to cover expenditure in this behalf. 

(iii) Grants to Vyayamshalas 

With the increase in the quantum of Government of Indians contri- 
bution from 50% to 75% with effect from 1959-60 this Scheme has 
received quite an encouraging response. The grants under this Scheme 
arc V released only for the purchase of Equipment and/or Library Books. 
The pace of expenditure under the Scheme is likely to go up during the 
next financial year. 

(iv) Scholarships for Higher Studies in Physical Education 

t It has been decided to award four scholarships per year to promising 

young men and women from the academic year 1960-61 for specialisation 
in indigenous Physical activities. The value of each srholauhip will be 
Rs. 200 per month and its duration will be one year. 

(v) Serrdnars on Physical Education 

The third All-India Seminar under this Scheme was organised in 
October, 1959 at Bangalore for organisers and experts in indigenous 
physical activities The reports of the first two All-India Seminars held 
M. of Edii.-7. 
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in 1958 at Madras and Maliabieshwar (Bombay) for the Principals oi 
Physical Training Iiislituiioos and State Inspeciors/University Directors 
o£ Physical Training respectively have since been published. ' 

One more AlUndia Seminar unda: this Scheme is expected to be 
organised during the year IDGO-GL 

(vi) Oilier Measures fan ike Proraotion of Physical Education and 
'Recreation and Fromoiion of Yoga. 

The programiiie under this Scheme includes propaganda and publi- 
city, grants to oi'gknihalions and Insliluilous engaged in the promotion 
of Piiysfcal Ediicailoii, Reciealion and Yoga. The K.S.M.Y.M. Samity 
Loiiavala (Poona) and the Ydshwayaian Yoga Asrani (J. &*K. State) are 
the two major Yaga lived locaons wliicii are receiving substantial financial 
assistance from the Government o£ India for the promotion of Research 
ami its popularisation in tlir couniry. The Saraiti is receiving grants 
irom the Ministry for the proHiOiion pf Scientific Research in Yoga and 
in the case of Visluvanitiii Yoga Asram, the Government of India have 
agreed to pay a grant up (o Rs. 5 laklis to cover 60'% of the expenditure 
on the esta!)iishment of the Headquarters and Teacher Training Institute 
building at Ivalra Vaidino Devi (J. & K. State). Both of these Inslitiw, 
tions will continue, to receive financial assistance from the Government 
of India dining the next finandal year also. 

During the year under report, ihe Government of India have sanc- 
tioned grants aiiiounling to Rs, 3’2G lakiis for the promotion of activities 
uiidcr the above Schemes.. 

For the next fifiaiic'al year, a budget provision of Rs. 11* lakhs has 
been earmarked lor the promotion of aciivitics under the Scheme referred 
to above. 

Preparafioi?! of Fopnfgr Literature on Physical Educaiion;, Recreation 
and Sports 

Keeping in view ilic acute shonage of literature on Physical Educa- 
tion, Recreation and Sports in the country, (he Ceniral Advisory Board, ^ 
of Physical Education and Recreation had constituted a sub-committee of 
its own to make recoiBrneiidaiions fur the preparation of fresh literature 
as well as the evaluation of exi' ting liieramre. The recommendations 
'of the Coijioiitlce hare been uilen up for implenientation and the details 
of the Scheme for the prepavntion of fresh literature on the subject are 
being wwked out on rcfomTnendatson.s of the Committee. The Minis- 
try has also takc'i up the fu'cparauoipuf a directory each of the Physical 
Education and Yogh IrYnitiUiorLS In the roinitry and also the compilation 
of a "Bibiiogiiipliy of [dpdcal lidTjcadon and Rccicaiion Literature, 
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, Committee on Coordination and Tniai^ration of Phyxirn! Ednraiioii mrid 
Recreation and Yoiilh Welfare FroejnnnaeH . 

In pursuance of tbe reronimendation'-: of i!i^ Ksntnres Clnmniiriee of 
the Lok Sabha, and the Central Aflvi^oiv IhKud o*' P'noacai Educntioii 
_ and Recreation the Governneni !n'h‘a ha\'c aopfjin’'ed a Coianiittee 
under the Chainiiansliip of Panclit l-IiMl'r*' Nndi Kiiii/rii, .M.P,, to 
examine the C|iicstio!i of eoordn* nation, vird hrn-p'aiion of the various 
schemes in the filed of Physical Educci'hjfU, Re.' ’''i'av'on and Yonlli lYeifare, 
.The terms of reierence of the Cornmhtv* rne as fofioivs:— 

(a) To evaluate the respc«’ live merits zvyj] lo the role of

After discussing the modus operaiidi for its enquiry ihe Committee 
, has decided to issue a compiehensive questionnaire to the Heads of the 
Institutions at the level of High Scliools and above. The questionnaire 
has since been finalised and is under issue. The State Governments have 
also been separately requested to furnish detailed information on the 
working of the different schemes in their States. 

, Lakshmibai College of Physical Education, Gwalior 

Although the College is planned to be developed as a co-cdiicational 
' • Institution, admission continued to be restricted for the present to men 

students only, because there are oo adequate fadlities^ for the accom- 
modation of girl stiideiils for want of buildings. 

The College has entered into iJs third Academic Year and the scheme 
of the College is likely to be c-arrind forward io the Third Five-Year Plan. 

During the period under report grants amounting to Rs. 5*8(1 lakhs 
have been sanctioned to the Board of Governors oL the College -to incet 
recurring and non-recurring expenditure. 

A sum of Rs. 16 lakhs has, been provi<1e<l in tlie budget for 1900-61 
for the expenditure on the College including that on coiistructiori of 
College buildings. . , 
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During the year under report General K. M. Carippa has taken over 
as Chairman of the Board of Governors of the College, 

Economy and Checks 

In so far as Physical Education and Recreation is concerned the posi- 
tion in respect of the checks to ensure proper utilisation of the Giants- 
in-aid is as follows:— 

(i) Grants to Lakshmihai College of Physical Education^ Gwalior 

The Government of India is committed to meet the net expenditure 
of the College on a cent per cent basis. For purposes of administration 
and control the Government have constituted a Board of Governors on 
which five members including .the Chairman are nominatedl by the Gov- 
ernment of India. The Deputy Financial Adviser to the Ministry of 
Education, besides being a member of the Board, also acts as Financial 
Adviser to the Board. The Audit of the College has also been entrusted 
to the Comtroller and Auditor General of India. 

(ii) Grants to Physical Education Training Institutions and other 
Organisations 

For the present the only check provided by the Ministry to ensure 
proper utilisation of the fundls is by way of scrutiny of the audited 
statements of accounts received from the grantees after utilisation of 
grants. However, most of the grants are paid only on the advice of the 
Central Advisory Board of Physical Educatipn and Recreation and also 
for those items of expenditure which have the approval of the Board. 

A major portion nf the grants is sanctioned by this Ministry under 
the scheme of strengthening Physical Education Training Institutions. 
Financial Assistance under this scheme is released only on the basis of 
the recommendation of the Visiting Committees appointed by the Minis- 
try of Education to make an on-the-spot study of the working of the 
Institutions and make recommendations to the Government of India on 
their needs for development and improvement. The on-the-spot study 
of all the institutions in the country was completed in October, 1959. 
Action with regard to the payment of the grants has been initiated only 
recently. 

(iii) Grants for the Promotion of Yoga 

A major portion of the Grants under this scheme is being paid to the 
two institutions viz, K.S.M.YM. Samiti, Lonavala, Poona and the Vish- 
wayatan Yoga Ashram, Katra Vaishnav Devi (J Sc K State). In addition 
to the scrutiny of the Audited Statements of accounts the working of these • 
two institutions has also been got assessed through expert committees 
specially appointed for the purpose. 
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Bharat Scouts and Guides 

For the promotion of Scouts and Guides movement in the country 
the Government of India have sanctioned grants-ln-aid amounting to 
Rs. 3,38,215 during January to December, 1959 This figure includes the 
Second and Third instalment of grants of Rs. 60,000 each towards Govern- 
ment’s contribution for the Construction of an All-India Scouts and Guides 
Training Centre at Pachmarhi (M P.). The Government of India agreed 
to pay 75 per cent, of the total estimated expenditure to be incurred on 
the Centre or Rs. 4,35,000 whichever is less. 

Organisational Expenditure on the National Headquarters of the Bharat 
Scouts and Guides ^ 

The Government of India have agreed to pay grant not exceeding 
Rs. 75,000 per annum for meeting the anticipated deficit in the adminis- 
trative and organisational budget for 1959-60. 

Holding of the 17 th International Scouts Conference in New Delhi 

The Government of India have sanctioned a grant-in-aid of Rs. 21,000 
for the purpose. 

Holding of Training Camps at Various Levels 

A grant-in-aid of Rs. 34,993 was sanctioned for the purpose. Some 
other proposals received from the Bharat Scouts and Guides are under 
consideration. 

Construction of Buildings by the State Associations of the Bharat Scouts 
and Guides ' 

Two proposals for the construction of a swimming pool and ©pen-air 
pavilion received from the Delhi State Bharat Scouts and Guides are 
under active consideration of the Government of India. 

National Discipline Scheme 

The National Discipline Scheme aims at making the younger genera- 
tion healthy both in mind and body and instil in them a sense of patriot- 
ism, self-reliance, tolerence and self-sacrifice. The Scheme also aims at 
inculcating amongst the children a spirit of nationalism and cultural unity 
and good citizenship. The salient features of the Scheme are: 

(a) Physical Training, 

(b) Mental Training, 

(c) Administration, 
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(d) Organisation and 

(e) Cultiiial development.

Promotion of Sports and Gaines 

In the field sports and games, a new development took place during 
the year 1959-60. Hitherto, Government oi India’s assistance was confin- 
ed to activities which helped the raising of standards of sports and games 
in the country. Following the recommendations of the Ad-Hoc Enquiry 
Committee on Sports and Games, it was for the first time realized that if 
sports and games are to be promoted properly in the country, due atten- 
tion should be paid to the popularisation of sports and games in Educa- 
tional Institutions and in rural areas. Accordingly in the middle of the 
year 1959, a programme for development of sports and games in the coun- 
try was drawn up. 

The new programme is divided into three parts, and the various 
schemes under each part arc given below:— 

Improvement of Standards in Sports: 

L National Coaching Schemes: 

(a) Establishment of Central Institute of Training. 

(b) Coaching camps under Rajkumari Sports Coaching Scheme. 

2. Construction of Stadia. 

3. Grants to National Sports Federations. 

Popularisation of Sports and Games in Educational Institutions and in 
Rural Areas: 

1. Provision of play-fields and Equipment in the Educational Institu- 
tion : 


(a) Play-fields. 

(b) Equipment. 

(c) Inter-University events. 

2. Popularisation of Games and Sports in Rural Areas: 

Organisational Expenses of the Federation /Associations! State Sports 
Councils, 

V National Coaching Scheme 
(a) Establishment of Central Institute of Training 

The All-India Council of Sports has decided that the Central Institute 
of Coaching should start functioning early in 1960. In this connection a 
draft constitution of the Board of Governors has been drawn up and is 
under examination by the Ministry of Law. Steps arc being taken to 
finalise the location of the Institute and the list of coaches wiio arc to be 
invited to work im the Institute. 



(b) Rajkumari Sports Coaching Scheme 

Tills Scheme will contieue functioiiiog till such time as the Ceatral 
Institute ol Coacliiiig starts pioducing qualified coaches. In fact we shall 
have to depend on this scheme for the training of the Indian contingent 
for the Olympic Games to be held in Rome in August, I960. For this 
purpose, foreign coaches will have to be imported on short term contracts. 

The total expenditure to be incurred on this scheme during the year 
1959-60 would amount to Rs. 5 lakhs. 

(c) Construction of Stadia 

It has been decided to sponsor only small utility stadia constructed 
with the aid of ‘Shramdan’ in futm-e. The past commitments in respect 
of the construction of stadia and guest-houses will, hoivever, be honoured. 
The following grants have been sanctioned during the year 1959-60. 

(1) Rs, 50,000 to the Government of West Bengal, Calcutta for the 

construction of stadium and play-ground at Darjeeling. 

(2) Rs. 17,000 to the Government of West Bengal, Calcutta for the 

construction of stadium at Banltura. 

(3) Rs. 17,000 to the Government of West Bengal, Calcutta for the 

construction of stadium at falpaiguri. 

(i) Rs. 50,000 to the Badminton Association of India, Bombay, 
for the construction of a Badminton Stadium at Jamshed- 
pur. 

Grants to the extent of Rs. 2T6 lakhs aie likely to be sanctioned dur- 
ing the remaining period of the current year. 

(d) Grants to National Spoits Federation^! State Sports Councils 

Grants amounting to Rs. 1,26,612’ 00 have been sanctioned in favour 
of the National Sports Federation/Association/State Sports Councils for 
holding coaching camps, purchase of sports equipment and participation 
in liiternatioiial events etc. 

Frovision of Flay-fi€ld\ and Equipment in Educational Institutions 

In order to pioiiiote sports and games in Educational Institutions, the 
Government of India have placed a sum of Rs. 9 lakhs at the disposal of 
the State Goveinments for distribution among the eligible Institutions. 
A further sum of Rs. 1 lakh will be sanctioned before the close of the 
current financial year. 

Dm lug the current financial year grants amounting to Rs. 1 lakh will 
be paid through the State Governments to educational Institutions for the 
purchase of minimum sports equipment, apart from play-fields.

Popularisation of Games and Sports in Ruml Aieas 

The Ad-Hoc Enquiry Committee has suggested that the medium for 
the popularisation of sports and games in the rural areas would be the 
agencies of Vyayamshalas, Village Panchayats, Akharas, Local Boards, 
Youth Clubs and Social Service Organisations. It has been decided that 
grants may be paid to these bodies through the State Government as fol- 
lows: 

for each 

(a) For conduct of Sports Festivals . . Rs. 1,000 

(b) For purchase of Sports equipment . . Rs. 500 

This scheme will be implemented during the current financial year, 
and a sum of Rs. 2 laklrs will be spent towards it. 

O'iganisational Expenses of Federations /State Sports Councils 

Under this scheme grants are paid to such National Sports Federations/ 
Associations/State Sports Councils as may require the services of paid 
Assistant Secretaries, to meet their salaries subject to their fulfilling certain 
conditions laid down by this Ministry. This scheme is in continuation 
of an earlier scheme for the appointment of paid Secretaries. During 
the year 1959-60, grants amounting to Rs. 19,036 have been paid fox 
meeting the salaries of five Assistant Secretaries at present working for the ' 
National Sports Fedeiations/State Sports Councils. 

Progmmme for 1960-61 

The various schemes for the promotion of sports and games will be 
continued during the year 1960-61. A budget provision of Rs. 42 lakhs, 
has been made tor the implementation of all these schemes during 1960- 
61. 

Committee on Health Education and Nutrition Education 

The Sub-Committee of the Committee on Health Education and Nutri- 
tion Education constituted last year has since prepared the draft syllabi 
for the age group of 6—11, 11—14 and 14—17. These draft syllabi have 
been circulated to the State Governments (Education Departments as well 
as Health Department), and Teachers’ Training Institutions for their 
comments. 

The Committee, at its second meeting, suggested that the subject of 
Health Education should be introduced in all B.Ed./B.T. courses conduct- 
ed by the various Universities in India. The Committee also felt that 
there is need for the introduction of Health Education in the under- 
graduate course also and hence recommended that the subject of Health 
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Education be includec! in tlic undergiacluafe curriculum. The recom- 
mendatioii of the Committee has since been ciiculated among the Uni- 
versities. 


Youth Welfare 

During the }3eriod under review, while the majority of the schemes 
under this programme maintained a steady progress, important changes in 
the policies with regard to some of the schemes were effected. Against the 
provision of Rs. 8 lakhs for all the Youth Welfare Schemes during the 
current finandal year, a total sum of Rs. 10 lakhs has been proposed for 
such schemes for inclusion in the budget for 1960-61. 

Granh for Studenh* Toun.-— In order to opreate tliis scheme in a more 
effective and expeditius way, the scheme has now been decent! alised. The 
State Governments now re-imbuise grants to the institutions within their 
respective territorial jurisdictions out of the funds provided bv the Centre. 
The imtitutions in the Union Territories, however, continue to receive 
grants direct from the Ministry as before. In order to effect a more equit- 
able distribution of the limited funds available under the scheme and to 
enable a larger number of students to undertake such tours, a maximum 
ceiling of Rs. 60 per head representing admissible expenditure on railway 
and/or bus fare has now been imposed. From June, 1958 to June, 1959 
grants were given under the scheme covering full third class railway fare 
at student's concession rates and/or bus fare. 

During the period, January— March, 1959 a total sum of Rs. 1,45,682 
was sanctioned to 146 institutions for the benefit of 4,386 students and 
teachers-in-charge; the corresponding figures for the period April— Decem- 
ber, 1959 are Rs. 2,87,128, one hundred and eighty-eight institutions, and 
5,349 students and teachers-in-charge. In addition, a total sum of 
Rs. 78.830 has been sanctioned to the fourteen State Governments towards 
their re-imbursing grants to the institutions from July, 1959 under the 
revised operational procedure of the scheme. 

During the next financial year, it is expected that a sum of Rs. 3,20,000 
will be given as grants to the vState Governments for a minmum number 
of 152 Institutions in the territoiial jurisdictions of the States for the 
benefit of a minimum number of 5,320 students and tearhers-in-charge. 
Ill addition, it is expected that a sum of Rs. 60,000 would be spent on 
grants to a minimum number of 29 institutions within the territorial 
jurisdictions of the Union Territories for the benefit of a minimum num- 
ber of 1015 students and teachers-in-charge. 

Inter-University Youth FestivaL— All the earlier Festivals were held at 
Delhi organised directly by this Ministry. But at the suggestion of the 
Education Minister at the inaugural function of the fifth Festival on 27th 
October, 1958 and as was recommended by the ^Estimates Committee of the 
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Lok Sablia in its 14tli Report in 1957-58 it was decided to hold this year's 
Festival outside Delhi organised by one of the universities itself but with 
grants from the Ministiy. 

Accordingly, the Sixth Inter-University Youth Festival was organised 
by the Mysore University at Mysore from 7th to 16th December^ 1959. It 
was decided to give a grant up to a maximum limit of Rs. 3*48 lakhs to 
the Uiiiveisity for the purpose out of which up to the end of December, 
1959 a sum of Rs. 3 lakhs has been sanctioned. 1,210 persons including 
students and teacliers-in-charge from 34 universities participated in the 
Festival. The Festival is proposed to be organised next year also. 

Inter-Collegiate Youth Festivals.'—This Ministry encourages the uni- 
versities to hold inter-collegiate youth festivals in order to select their 
contingents for the Inter-University Youth Festival. Grants to meet 50 
per cent of the approved expenditure on such festivals subject to a maxi- 
mum of Rs. 6,000 per festival are given to the universities on receipt of 
specific requests from them. During 1959-60 up to the end of December, 
1959, a total sum of Rs. 8,838 has been sanctioned for three inter-collegiate 
youth festivals held during 1958 and another sum of Rs. 3,450 for one 
inter-collegiate festival held duirng 1959. 

For both Inter-University and Inter-Collegiate Youth Festivals during 
the next financial year, a total sum of Rs. 4*00 lakhs has been proposed to 
be earmarked in the budget for that year. 

Youth Leadership Training Camps.— In May, 1959, one Youth Leader- 
ship Training camp was conducted at Tara Devi (Simla Hills) for the 
benefit of 25 teachers from 11 universities. A sum of Rs. 7,700 was sanc- 
tioned for this camp. 

During the period, April— December, 1959 a total sum of Rs. 26,000 was 
sanctioned to the Univet^sities of Punjab and Agra to conduct one Youth 
Leadership Training Camp each. 

The scheme is pioposed to be continued during the next financial year 
also. A sum of Rs. 30,000 has been proposed to be earmarked in the 
budget for the next financial year for three to four such camps to be 
organised directly by the Ministry, while another sum of Rs. 10,000 is pro- 
posed to be given to the universities for such camps. 

Youth Hotels.— A sum of Rs. 80,000 has been proposed to be earmar- 
ked for this scheme in the budget for the next financial year. 

The Youth Hostels Association of India which has been in receipt of 
financial assistance from this Ministiy since 1953-54 and which is recognis- 
ed as an All-India organisation for the promotion of Youth Hostels move- 
ment in the country, was given a grant of Rs. 15,000, during this period 
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towards its oiganisational expenditure. An annual amount has been pro- 
posed to be allocated for this pm pose in the budget for the next financial 
year. 

In addition to the adoption of the usual safeguards and steps required 
under the financial rules in regaid to the proper utilization of the grants 
given to this Association, the Ministry has deputed a representative on 
the Organising Committee of the Association. 

Youth Welfcne Boards and Cojnmiitees. ^Accoidin^ to the information 
available with the Ministry so far the Universities of Agra, Jadavpur, 
Annamalai, Patna and Sardar Vallabhbhai Vidyapeeth set up Youth Wel- 
fare Committees, and the State Government of Andhra, a Youth Welfare 
Board. During the period under review a total sum of Rs. 4,720 has been 
given as Government of India's grants for trvo University Youth Welfare 
Committees. 

The scheme is proposed to be continued next year also and a sum of 
Rs. 40,000 has been proposed for this scheme for implementation in the 
next financial year. 

Non-Student Youth Clubs and Centres,--A majority of the schemes 
under the Youth Welfare Programme is meant for student youths of the 
country. In order to cater for the needs of the non-student youths of the 
country, under this scheme grants are proposed to be given towards the 
expenses of non-student youth clubs and centres on the purchase of equip- 
ment, for recreational and cultuial activities, hobbies etc., on the recom- 
mendation of the State Governments. A sum of Rs. 45,000 is proposed 
to be spent on this scheme during the next financial year. 

Survey of Living Conditions of Students. -doming 1958-59 a total sum 
of Rs. 13,139 was sanctioned to the universities of Kerala and Lucknow 
towards conducting a pilot survey of the living conditions of students of 
those universities. The object was to assess scicniificially the living con- 
ditions of youths in colleges and universities in regard to their socio- 
economic conditions, facilities for curricular and co-ctirricular activities 
and cultural interests. The sur^^ey was completed and results were sub- 
mitted to the Ministry. During the peiiod under report the lesults have 
been examined with a view to compiling a consolidated repoit which is ex- 
pected to be published in due course. 

National Youth Centre.— To provide recereational facilities for the 
youths a comprehensive National Youth Centre is proposed to be establish- 
ed in the capital— at the ridge area, Tallcotora Gardens. It is estimated 
that about 43 acies of land would be required to provide all the require- 
ments of the pioposed centre. The Ministry of Works, Plousing and Sup- 
ply are examining the question of allotment of the land and the Central 
Public Works Department are drawing up the plans and estimates for the 
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builiclngs of the Centie As the preiiminary details are yet to be finalised, 
no budget provision this seheme has been proposed for the next finan- 
cial year. 

—Bming 1959-60, by 
the end of Decembei, 1959 a sum of Rs 2 30 lakhs has been sanctioned 
lowaids the consttut lion of Bal Bhavan buildings and a sum of Rs. 0*60 
lakhs toss a ids it's tec no log expenditure. Against the original budget esti- 
mates of Rs. 8 lakhs foi this project for the current financial year, revised 
estimates aie Rs. 5 lakhs, and a total sum of Rs, 6 lakhs has been proposed 
for inclusion in the budget fox tlie next financial year.

DEVELOPMENT OF HINDI 


Hindi Shtksha Saniiii 

The twelfth meeting of the Hindi Shiksha Samiti, appointed to assht 
and adivise the Government of India for piopagation and development 
of Hindi was held on 3rd March, 1959. The impoitant recommenda- 
tions made at this meeting were:— 


(I) Hindi teachers should be treated on a par with the language 
teachers in the matter of scales of pay. This recommenda- 
tion has been bi ought to the notice of the State Govern- 
ments. 


(ii) Recommendations regarding the recognition of Hindi 
examinations conducted by the various Hindi organisa- 
tions in the country (these recommendations have been 
generally accepted and the final decision of the Govern- 
ment will foe announced In the near future). 


(iii) One Hindi Teachers* Tiaining College in each non-Hindi 
State (including the Union Territory of Manipur) should 
be opened if there is a demand for it. If the State Gov- 
ernments are unable to undertake this responsibility, assis- 
tance of voluntary organisations should be taken for 
setting up such colleges. (This recommendation has been 
accepted by the Government of India and the State Gov- 
ernments have been addiessed accordingly). 


(iv) In case of a genuine demand for opening Hindi medium 
schools, the State Governments might consider the applica- 
tion for grants. The Central Government may also con- 
sider the requests for ad-hoc grants to meet the deficit of 
the budgets of such schools after taking into consideration 
the grants received from the State Governments. (This 
recommendation has been accepted by the Government of 
India and the State Governments have been addressed 
accordingly).

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Evaluation o£ the woiL for which financial a^^sisiatice is given is stone 
by reference to the audited accounts as also by rclerence to the State 
Governments wherever considered necessary, On-the:Spot inspections 
are also made by the Officers of the Ministry in special cases. 

(ii) Hindi Encyclopaedia 

So far Rb. 1,70,000 have been paid to the Nagri Fracharini Sabha 
for the work of preparing a ten-volume Encyclopaedia in Hindi. A 
nucleus staff including the Chief Editor and two associate Editors has been 
appointed. The number of the topical words has finally been fixed at 
about 30,000 which would ultimately form the main entries of the Encyclo- 
paedia. Out of these about 10,000 xvords were provided with Hindi paral- 
lels. Ihe list of Contributing Editors was finalised and approved by the 
Board of Advisors. List of contributors were also prepared and placed 
before the Boaid ior approval. Steps were then taken fo assign important 
topics to the contributors with the advice of the Contributing Editors. 
Further, the draft format of the Encyclopaedia was prepared which was, as 
mentioned above, finally approved by the Advisory Board. The first 
volume will contain about 1,400 topics beginning with Hindi vowels. 
Almost all the articles of the volume have been received. They ate being 
edited, translated if necessary, and their press copy is being prepared. 

(iii) Preparation of Manuals on the Basis of Terminologies Evolved 

Standard manuals relating to Botany, Physics and Chemistry have 
been finalised and are under print. Manuals on Agriadture, Commerce, 
Medicine and Ediicatxonal Fs)choiogy have also been written and are 
in the process of finalisation. In addition to these, manuals relating to 
Civics, Economics, Education (General), Engineering, Mathematics and 
Geology are under preparation. 

(iv) Grants to States 

Consequent on the introduction of the revised procedure for pay- 
ment of grants to the„ State Governments on Plan schemes, the Centr^ 
assistance under this scheme is being released to the State Governments 
by the Ministi 7 of finance, Department of Economic affairs in the shape 
of “ways and means advances''. Final sanctions on the basis of amount 
spent by the State Governmenfs concerned will be issued during the last 
quarter of the }ear. 

The progress made in lespect of schemes included in the Second 
Five-Year Plan is as indicated below:— 

(i) Preparation of T ermuiological Indexes of all Standard Hindi Works-- 
Old and Nexv 

This scheme envisages the preparation of terminological indexes 
verborum of fourteen Hindi works in the first instance.

(2) Collection oj Indexing of Special Vocabnlanes on Arts and .Crafts 
with the Help of Exhting LiteiaUire and Actual Field Work

(3) Investigation of Terminological Material in Old Literature 

The leqiiited niateiiai is under collection. It has now been decided 
to proceed with the scheme in Plindi Division itself by entrusting the 
work to Research assistants. 

(4) TuhlisMng Remsed and Critical Editions of Standard Hindi Works 
Now Out’-opFfint 

This scheme envisages the prepaiation of thirteen works in the first 
instance. These lui\e been enliusted to vaiious universities and scholars. 
Tlie Uiuveisity of Allahabad has f>een sanctioned an initial grant of 
Rs. 5,000 lor the wmk entt listed to it. The scheme is being rc-examined. 

(5) Piibliuiiwn of Omnibus Volumes of the Works of Eminent Hindi 
Writers 

Tills scheme envisaged the preparation of sixteen works in the first 
instance. These have been enti listed to various scholars and universities. 
The Uiiiversiiits oi Agia. Lucknow and Saugar and Dr. Faiyaz All Khan 
have been sanciioned initial grants totalling Rs. 10,665/- for the works 
eiitnistecl 10 ihein. The scheme is being re-examined. 

(0) Oigmusation of Debating Teams of Schools and Colleges from Non- 
fJiudi Speaking A^eas to Hindi Speaking Areas and vice-versa 

The details of the scheme have been finalised and circulated! to the 
State Governments concerned. So far six debating teams— three senior 
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teams from Lucknow, Kerala, and Utkal Univer^sity and three Junior 
teams from Kerala, Madras and U.P. have been organised, 

(7) Organisation of Lecture-tours by Prominent Hindi Schaims mnd 
Writers from Hindi Speaking Areas to Non-Hindi Speaking Areas 
and vice-versa 

The following lecture-tours have been undertaken so for:— Sarvashri 
Guru Nath Joshi, V. Ramamurthy Renu, Uppendra Nath Ashk, N. D.

(8) Holding of Seminars of Hindi Teachers of non-Hindi Speaking 
Areas in Hindi Speaking Areas 

Four seminars of Hindi teachers from the various non-Hindi speak- 
ing States were held at Varanasi, Gwalior*, Patna and Udaipur. It is 
proposed to hold the next seminal at Madras in February, 1960. 

(9) Prizes on Hindi Books of Outstanding Merit 

Three contests have already been held so far covering books publish- 
ed up to 1955. The scope of the scheme has now been revised so as 
to cover only unpublished works on scientific and tediniral subjects. 20 
prizes of Rs. 1,500 each have been announced and the last date for the 
receipt of entries is Sl-3-1960. 

(10) Preparation of Histories of Sciences, Encyclopaedia of Jndian 
Mythology and Dictionary of Indian Phrases and Fables

Up to 15th December, 1959 about 1,91,000 terms in different subjects 
have been evolved of which 40,898 have been finally approyed by the 
Government of India, 

A Bktionaiy Unit has been set up in the Hindi Division of the 
Ministry for preparing a dtictionary of scientific and technical terms 
evolved by the Board of Scientific Terminology. One General Editor, 5 
Editors and one Assistant Editor have already been appointed in addi- 
tion to otlier staff in junior posts. The actual work of preparation of 
the dictionary has been started. 

(2) Bask Hindi Grammar:--The Plindi version of the Grammar is 
under preparation by Dr. Aryendra Sharma. 

(S) Recognition of Hindi Examinations.—lLht report of the Review- 
ing Committee set up by the Hindi Siksha Saimiti t# review the lemm^ 
mendations made by the Recognition Committee was considered by the 
Hindi Shiksha Satniti at its meeting held on Srd March, 195§. The 
recommendations made by the Samiti have been examined and the final 
decision of the Government of India in the matter will be announced 
shortly. 

(4) Refotm in Devanagari Script,--The recommendations made by the 
conference at Lucknow convened by the Government of Uttar Pradesh 
in 1957 were placed before a Conference of Experts and a Conference of 
State Fxliication Ministers, The Go\ernment of India have accepted the 
recommendations of the 1955 conference with modifications.'suggested by 
the 1957 conference subject to certain clarifications. 

(5) Key-Board for Hindi Typewriter and Teleprinter.— The: report of 
the Hindi Typewriter and Teleprinter Committee in regard to a key- 
board for the Hindi typewriter has been published and that relating to 
Pliiidi teleprinter is under print. 

(6») Hindi Shorthand.— The work of carrying out ipiorphophonemic 
analysis of Hindi and various regional languages is expected to be com- 
pleted by 1960. Thereafter, the matter will be placed before the Hindi 
Shorthand Committee for evolving a suitable system of Hindi shorthand. 

(7) Opening of Hindi Teachers' Training College.— It has been decid- 
ed to open Hindi Teachers' Training Colleges on a zonal basis to provide 
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an adequate number of trained and efficient Hindi tiachers in tlie non- 
Hindi speaking States. The entire^ expenditure will be borne by the 
Government of India. A grant of Rs. 15,020 has been sanctioned to the 
Andhra Pradesh Government for a training college. The requirements 
mi other States for such colleges arc also being ascertained. 

(8) Reorganisation of Akhil Bharatiya Hindi Mahavidyataya^ Agra.-- 
All formalities to reorganise tfie Akliil Bharatiya liindi MahavMyalaya, 
Agra have now been completed. The reorganised institute will be known 
as the Kendriya Flindi Shikshak Mahavidyaiaya, Agra. The Mahavidya- 
iaya will be managed by an autonomous body viz. Kendriya Hindi 
Shikshana MandaL The constitution of the Mandal has been published. 

(9) Free Gifts of Books.— The last date for receipt of books during the 
cun'cnt financial year from the Publishers/ Writers was 15th December, 
1959. The books received have been considered at a meeting of the Selec- 
tion Committee held early in January, 1960. Government orders on the 
rtcommendations of the Committee will be passed shortly. 

(10) Translation of Standard Text-Books from Foreign Languages 
into HiJidi.— The details of the scheme are being finalised in con- 
cultation with tlic representatives of State Governments, Universities and 
Publishers. 

(11) Revival of Sanskrit.— The recommendations made by the Sanskrit 
Commission are under examination. However, a Board called the Cen- 
tral Sanskrit Board has already been set up to advise Government on mat- 
ters relating to propagation and development of Sanskrit. Its first meet- 
ing was held on 2nd September, 1959. Schemes for giving financial 
assistance to voluntary Sanskrit organisations/institutions etc. for the 
development of Sanskrit have also been formulated. Under the scheme 
grants amounting to Rs. 55,500 were sanctioned during the year under 
report. A mm of' Rs. 1:5 lakhs (towards part payment) has also been 
given to the Sanskrit Dictionary Department, Deccan College, Poona, 
towards the preparation' of Sanskrit dictionary.

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Suwey of Fnmury and Compulsory Education in Asm 

In implementation of a resolution adopted at the Tenth General Con- 
fei-ence of Unesco, the Organisation under toolc a general survey of Pri- 
mary and Compulsory Education in Asian countries in 1959 followed by 
a meeting 'of the Representatives ot Asian Member States held in Karachi 
in Det ember, 1959— January, 1960. The Indian National Commission 
assisted Unesco by supplying information on the present position of Pri- 
mary and Copipulsory Education in India. Shri J. P. Naik and Dr. E. A. 
Fires served as consultants to Unesco and carried out the Survey in some 
of the Asian countries. The Government of. India sent a delegation 
consisting of four educationists to attend the meeting at Karachi. On the 
basis of the report of the Karachi meeting Unesco will consider the question 
of formulating a 'Major Project in this field for the Asian countries to be 
considered by the General Conference of Unesco at its I J th Session to be 
held in I960. 

Teaching of the U,N. and its Specialised Agencies 

1 he Govetnraent of India and the Indian National Commission co- 
opciated v^ith Unesco in implementing their Progiamme and popular- 
ising the objectives and purposes of the U.N. and its Specialized Agencies 
in this country. The Commission gave an ad hoc grant of Rs. 2^000 to 
the Preparatoi) C.onnnittce in connection with the Second Indian National 
Conference of the Non-Gosernmental Oiganisation of the United Nations 
Infoimation Centie which wav organised at New Delhi from Srd to 5th 
April, 1959 by the Indian Federation of the United Nations Associations, 
New Delhi. In lesponve to a request received from the Secietary General 
of U.N., a report was sent to him on the progress achieved in India in 
fostering the teaching about tlie U.N. during 1956-59. As in previous 
years, the Commission continued to participate in the celebration of 
United Nations Day which fails on 2fth October and for this pur|K>se, 
an ad hoc grant of Rs. 4,000 was made to the All-India United Nations 
Committee (Ministry of External Affairs) during 1959 to enable them to 
meet the expenses on the celebration of the Day. The State Governments 
and Universities in India were requested to ceiebi^te the Day in a suita- 
ble manner. 

Associated Schools F)ojeft m Education fat Intonaitonal Understanding 
and Co-opetatmn 

The Government of India continued their active paiticipation in this 
Project. The third meeting of the Heads of the 13 participating Institu- 
tions was held in Bombay in Maxrh, 1959 to review the progress made 
in the working of this Project, especially in the light of the Unesco 
Major Project on the Mutual Appreciation of Eastern and Western 
Cultural Values. The Commission also brought out a pamphlet entitled 
'‘Education for International Understanding and Co-operation, A 
803 M. of Idu-lO ^ 
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iJnesco Pioject for Schools’' which explains the oiigin and developmenf 
of the Project and siin-eys the work done in this country and abroad under 
this Project* In veiw of the success achieved in this Project, Unesco 
have agreed to include 10 additional Teachers' Training Institutions from 
India under this Project, thus raising the total number of Institutions to 
25. The names of the additional institutions have been communicated 
to Unesco. 

With financial assistance from Unesco, the Qommisaion organised 
the National Seminar on the implementation of the Unesco East-West 
Major Project in the School Sector, from 2nd to 6th March, 1959 'at 
Bombay. The Report containing the recommendations of this Seminar 
has been published and is being brought to the notice of the appropriate 
authorities for implementation of the recommendations of this Seminar. 

Unesco F>oject on Fiodnciion of Reading Mate) mis for Neo-Literates 

India continued to participate in this Project as well as in the activities 
of the Unesco Regional Centre set up at Karachi. The activities m 
India under this Project included (a) an analytical survey of the existing 
methods of book distribution, and (b) participation in the two Regional 
Seminars viz, Seminar on the Role of Printers and Publishers (Bombay- 
November, 1959) and Workshop on Book Distribution (Madras-December, 
1959), As a part oi the programme under this Project, Unesco has under- 
taken to finance the awaicl ol 10 Prizes to the authors oi the best books for 
the new^ reading public, published in India during 1958 in Hindi. Urdu, 
1 amil and Bengali. Each Prize is ot the value of $480. Four Hindi books 
and two Bengali books have been approved for award by the Popular 
Literature Committee set up for the purpose. 

Natural and Social Sciences 

Unesco Majoi Fwjecl on Scientific Research on Arid Lands 

India continued to participate in this Project whose main aim is to 
step up research on problems of arid lands in the region in order to deve- 
lop the resources of the countries and to enable ihem to produce more 
food. The Organisation provided the senaces of an expert to advise in 
the setting up of the Central Arid Zone Research Institute at Jodhpur. 
A request has been made for the supply of equipment costing $15,000. 

Unesco Research Centre on the Social Implications of IndmtiiaUzation 
in Southern Asia^ Calcutta 

The Centre has been functioning at Calcutta as a joint enterpiise of 
the Government of India and Unesco since January, 1956. The Centre 
was initially set up for a period of three yearn but in view of the fact that 
it was devploping into an effective agency for stimulating comparative 
studies in the sphere of social sciences, It was continued for a further 
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period of two years i,e. for 1959 and I960* In accordance with the terms 
of the agreement concluded between Unesco and the Goveriimenr of 
India, Unesco provides a sum of $91,000 approximately per aiiiiiim for 
meeting the expenditure on international staff and the lesearch activities 
of the Centre, while the Govermuent of India make an annua! grant to 
the extent of v|B5,000 (Rs. 1,66,000 approxiiuatel}) to covei the local c<)stN. 

The Centre carries out pilot reseaidi projects with its own staff aiul 
at the same time provides assistance, namely of a tccluiual uatuie, ffu' , 
research projects in the countries ot the legion on subjects connected with 
its main theme* Some of the research topics with winch the Ontre has 
been concerned so far are (a) social and cultiiial factors affecting produed 
vity of Industrial labour, (b) social implications of smalhscale industries 
(c) problems of rapid urbanization, (d) giowtii of steel towns in India 
and (e) growth of Khulna town (East Pakistan). 

The Centre has been particularly interested in piobiems of balanced 
economic and social development as also in the social implications ol 
industrialization and technoiogiciil change, and has piepared papeis on 
these subjects for various conferences. 

The Centre has developed a good library and documentation seiwice 
and brought out a number of publications, periodicals and reports. It 
also provided facilities for the tiaining of some fellows drawn up partly 
from the western countries and partly from the eastern countries. 

Unesco Regional Refresher Coime for Sociologists in Southern A^ia 

Unesco organised the above course at the Institute of Social Sciences, 
University of Agra, Agra from 21st December, 1959 to 9th January 1960 
which was attended by participants from various countries in the region 
including India. In response to Unesco*s request, the Government of 
India played host to this Course which was held under the directorship 
of Prof. T. B. Boltomore of London School of Economics and Political 
Science* 


Cultural Activities 

Major Project on Mutual Appreciation of F,mlern and WeHern CuUural 
Values 

In view of her deep interest in the cultural activities and programme 
of Unesco in this field, India continued its active participation in the 
implementation of this Project. During the period under Report, the 
National Advisory Committee held its second meeting on August, 24, 
1959, When it reviewed the progress made by India in the implementation 
of this Project, and made a number of recommendations with regard to 
the imf)lem€htation of this Project at national and regional levels. The 
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foilowiag are some of the important activities whidi are being carried 
on under this Project: 

1. Indo-U^S, Project for Developing Mutual Understanding betweep 

the peoples of the United States of America and India, 

\ 

2. A survey of the present national activities relating to the pro- 

grammes suggested by Unesco under the Major Project, 
now being carried on by various bodies such as Universides, 
institutions and other organizations working in the fields of 
education, science and culture. 

3. Setting up of small groups consisting of scholars belonging to 

different disciplines to study the Intellectual aspects of the 
project and methods of its promotion at the University 
Centres. 

With regard to the Indo*U.S. Project for developing mutual under* 
standing between the Peoples of India and the U.SA., the Indian National 
Commission organised a meeting of American and Indian Scholars at 
Ootacammund from 19th to 22nd March, 1959 to discuss further tlie Indo 
U.S. Project In general. Indian National Commission has taken steps 
to finalise its paper on the ‘Traditional Values in Indian Life*. 

It is also proposed to undertake the following activities with some 
financial assistance from Unesco: 

1. Preparation and publication of a pamphlet describing the main 

features of the National Culture and the present day life in 
the country for sdiool 'libraries in Eastern and Western 
countries. 

2. Preparation of inexpensive visual materials on the various aspects 

of Indian culture and to assemble a kit on India for use in 
Western Schools. 

3. Orgaiiiziidon of a meeting of teacliers and small groups of 

experts (on a national basis) to discuss eclucacional metfiods 
most likely to deveb>p understanding oi the cultures in 
different regions. 

4. Organization ol an East-West Week on an All India basis design- 

ed to further the objectives of the Project among the general 
public. 

Translatitm of CAassics 

The Indian National Commission continued its active participation 
in Unesco’s Project of iransiafion of Ciassits. The aim of the Project ^ 
{i to promote interaational understanding and disseminate cultures 
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between the countries of the East and the West. 51 Indian Classics are 
covered by this Project for translation into Western I.angiiages. About 40 
classics are in the various stages of translation. Five have since been 
published, four in. French and one in English. 

The Government of India liave been payiiig a sum ol Rs. 1£>,000 
annual iy as its contribution to this project. Uiiesco is also nuiLing *i 
somewhat similar contribution out ol its normal budget. So hir Go\ein« 
ment of India have paid Rs. 90,000 in six ecpial instahnents. \n anuHint 
oi Rs. 15,000 will be paid during the current financial \erir. 

Other Activities 


Unesco Coupons Scheme 

The Government and the Commission have been participating in the 
Unesco International Coupon Scheme since 1949 with a view to tadlitat- 
ing the purchase of books and publications by edticatioiiai Institutions and 
individuals from other countries. Ever since tiie imeption of tlte scheme 
and till December, 1959 the Commission has sold coupons as follows: B(X)k 
Coupons woith $342604*01; Scientific Material Cou|x>ns worth S526441-06 
and Educational, Scientific and Films Coupons wwth $42203*37. India 
also continued to participate in the Unesco Gift Coupon Scheme as a 
beneficiary country. Tlie Gift coupons received under tliis scheme were 
forwarded to the schools and other educational institutions for which 
these were intended. 

Establishment of Regional Centre for Audio-J'isuai Aids^ 

dlie Unesco Regional Seminar on the use of Aiidio-visual Akis in 
fundamental Education and Community Development held in India in 
September, 1958 recommended the establishment of a Regional Centre for 
production and distribution of audio-visual aids for this Region. The 
proposal was formally moved by the Indian Delegation at tlie 10th Session 
of the General Conference which authorised the Director-General to 
undertake preliminary enquiry and report back to the Genera! confer- 
dice at its lith Session on the advisability and jx>ssibility of the establish- 
ment of the proposed Centre. The Director-General seems favourably 
inclined to the proposal and has enquired from the Government of India 
whether the Centre could be set up in India. If the proposal h finally 
accepted the Centre will be established at the National Institute of Atidio- 
Visual Education, New Delhi, 

Facilities fo'i' Unesco Fellows 

. As in the past the Commission pmvided all possible facilities to 
•Unesco Fellows who came to India for studies md research. During 
the period under review, a number of ^ foreigners tame to India on 
Unesco Travel Grants for study tours, A few fellowship^/ travel pants 
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were also awarded to the Indian Students lor study/tour in foreign 
countries. 

Exchange of Workers and Yoitng People 

India continued to paiticipate in the Unesco Programme of Youth 
Tiavcl Grants and woikeis study toms. Unesco has accepted applica* 
tions oi (i) Indian National I'lade Union Gongi'e:yS, Hind Mazdoor Sabha 
and Ail India Trade Union Gongress, for award* of grants under Workei'S 
Study Tours during 1959-60 which weie recommended by the Commission. I 

Translation of Unesco PublicmHons etc. 

With the financial assistance of Unesco, the Hindi translation of the 
following Unesco publications have been completed:— 

(1) Enough Good Food 

(2) Unesco Source Book Cor Science Teaching. 

Action is being taken to publish these translations. 

Unesco has undertaken to provide financial assistance for the 
translation of die following books. 

1. Teaching of Reading and Writing (In Tamil). 

2. The Provisions of Popular Reading Materials (In Hindi). 

The Commission has already initiated action in this regard. 

Technical A distance Programme 

Unesco provides technical assistance under the Programme of Participa- 
tion in the Activities of Member States. The assistance is given in the 
form of experts, fellowships, equipment. Under the former programme 
die following assistance has been received for various Research and 
Technological Iiistltiuion's from 1951 to 1958:—

Conferences, Seniiums Abroad 

India pattitipated in a mimbei of Inici naiiojial (Conferences and Semi’ 
iKus oiganised by 01 under the auspices of Unesco. Some of the 
important Conferences etc. are (1) 22nd International Conference on 
Public Education held in Geneva in July, 1959, (2) Radio-Isotopes Train- 
ing Coarse, 'fokyo, (v^) Unesco symposium on Problems of Land and 
Water, (4) the 4th Session of the Inter-Governmental Copyright Commit- 
tee held in Geneva in October 1959, (5) Second meeting of Directors of 
National Cultural Relations Services, Paris (attended by an ojfiicial of the 
Indian Embassy in Paris), (6) International Oceanographic Congress, New 
York, (7) Afeeting of Experts on the Treatment of West in Text Books 
and Teaching material of South and East Asia. 

The Indian National Commission will also be participating in (a) the 
Regional Conference of Representatives of National Clommissiom for 
Unesco in Asia to be held in Manila in January, I960, (b) Regional 
Seminar on Publications for Schools, Wellington, New Zealand to be held 
in February, 1960. The New Zealand National Commission is oiganising 
an Exhibition of books and the Government of India have addressed the 
State Governments to send us publications suitable for display at the 
Exhibition, (c) Regional Seminar on the Development of Museums to be 
held in Tokyo, in October, 1960, (d) Regional Conference on Mass 
Media to be held in Bangkok, 
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The next Session of the C^kJiieraJ Conference of Unesco will be held 
in I960 and one educational delegation will have to be sent to Paris as 
increased funds lune been proposed in the Budget estimate for i9604l. 

Visit of Officials in India 

During the period of the Report, a number of Unesco Officials visit- 
ed this cotmUT; notable among them were Dr. Malcolm S. Adiseshiah, 
Assistant Director-General, Unesco, Dr. M. R. Salat, Director, Depart- 
ment of Cultural Activities and Prof, T. PI. Marshal, Director, Social 
Sciences Department ot Unesco. All facilities were provided to these 
Unesco officials and wherever necessary, arrangements were made for 
discussions and meetings about Unesco Projects in India among various 
governmental and non governmental agencies with these officials. The 
Director-General of Unesco visited India in January, 1960. 

Faymenf of Indians Contribution to Uneseo ^ 

llie 10th Session of IJtiesco General Confeieuce was held in Paris in 
Noveraber-December, 1958 and it <lecided the percentage of' contributions 
of various Member States etc. for the years 1959 and I960. India's per- 
centage was fixed at 2'SS per cent and lucoidingly we were asked to pay 
a contribution of $557,677 (after deduction of credit on working capita! 
fimd and other surpluses) lor the years 1959 and I960 (2 years). 

For the year 1959-60 Imlia paid half the amount of the contribution 
ij\ $278,838 (e<|ui\a!ent to Rs. 13,27,800) to Unesco and the balance 
amount ij\ ^278,839 will be paid in the \eui 1960-6! for which necessary 
budget provision has been projwed under U.K. Circle. 



INFORMATION AND PUBLICATIONS 
CeBtral Secretariat Library 

Towards the end of tiie financial year 1958-59, the Central Education 
Library was broiigiii under the administrative control of the Librarian, 
Central Secretariat Library with a view to integrating both the Libraries. 
The process of integration took some time and by about the beginning 
of the current financial year a new pattern of organization of various sec- 
tiom of the integrated Library was established as a result of which the 
following units were started:— 

L Central Secretariat Library. 

2. Education Library. 

S. Children’s Library. 

4. Indian Languages Library, 

5. Government Publications Section. 

6. Periodical Section. 

7. Acquisition Processing Section. 

8. Reference & Circulation. 

9. Administration. 

The objectives of the Library were also reconsidered and it was decid- 
ed that the Central Secretariat Library should primarily cater to the 
official needs oi the Government of India and also endeavour to meet the 
general reading needs of the Government of India employees residing in 
Delhi. It was also decided that the Education Library should be deve- 
loped to function as a Research Library and thus extend the use of its 
collection by suitable means to all educationists and research scholars in 
education throughout the country. 

The “Programme for 1959-60“ as mentioned in the last Annual Report 
has had to be adjusted to the changed conditions caused by the integration 
of the libraries- Even so, the following work has been undertaken and 
partially accomplished;— 

(i) Besides the monthly list of additions of books and Government 
^ documents, the Library issues 4 periodical publicatiqns, (a) 

Indian Education Abstracts— Quarterly, (b) Indian Educa- 
tion Index— Monthly, (c) Fortnightly Abstracts of articles 
from Times Literary Supplement, Indian newspapers and 
foreign educational weeklies and fortnightlies, (d) Current 
Library Literature— A monthly Index of selected articles on 
Library Science from journals received in the Library. 
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?reliniinary preparations for starting a bi-montoly abstracting ptil> 
lication including abstracts of selected articles from a large 
number of foreign educational journals received in the 
Library have been made and it is expected that the irst issue 
will be out in the month of February, 1960. 

A project to compile a Union List of educational periodicals 
received in important educational libraries in the country 
has been started and a good deal of data has been collected. 
It is expected that a preliminary Union List will be put out 
before the end o£ March, 1960. 

(ii) Bibliographical information for about 1,^00 theses on education 

submitted lo various Indian universities has been collected 
and abstracts from nearly 600 theses are now ready pending 
publication. 

(iii) Ten bibliographies on various subjects pertaining to education, 

such as, science education in elementary and secondary 
schools, religious and moral education, research in educa« 
don, etc. have been prepared. 

^v) An annotated and classified bibliography of suitable books in 
Hindi for diildren up to the age of 13 is under compilation 
and it is expected that the first issue of this Bibliography will 
be put out before the end of March, 1960. 

(t) a beginning has been made to obtain books in India languages 
other than Hindi, Urdu and Panjabi. Nearly 300 children's 
books ill Bengali have been acquired for the Children's 
Library. Children's books in Kannada, Tamil and Marathi 
will be acquired before the end of March, 1960. 

(vi) The work of amalgamating the stocks of the two Libraries into 
one uniform catalogue has automatically ensured the physical 
verification of books. It is expected that from I960, verifica* 
tion of the entire stork will begin section by section so that 
over a period of about five years the entire stock will be com- 
pletely verified and the process will continue in cyclic ordei. 

Statistics about the work actually accomplished during the period 
under report are furnished below:— 

Acquisition 

3369 books, as distinct from Government publications and periodicals, 
haw been accessioned during the period under report. Several hundred 
more books are already on order. It is expected that most of them will 
T>e received in the Library within the next 2 or 3 months. The total 
number ol books thus accessioned during the current financial year will 
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be about 5,000, The Library received against subscription 471 periodicals 
and 299 were received free. The Library'S policy of acquiring back num- 
bers of important Indian and foreign journds has resulted in the receipt 
of several needed periodicals. Against the funds allotted to this Library 
under the provisions of India Wheat Loan Exchange Agreement, orders 
for nearly thirty thousand rupees were placed with the India Wheat Loan 
Office, These included back-files of several important American journals 
and basic reference sources, such as, the Library of Congress printed cata- 
logue, Material has started coming in. The Library received approxi- 
mately 8,000 United States Goveniinent documents under the provisions 
ot the Agreement for Exchange of official publications with the United 
States Government. During the year under report, exchange relations 
with several foreign educational journals have been established and many 
journals will be received regularly from 1960 on exchange against the 
Education Qiiarterly and the Indian Education Abstracts thus saving a 
considerable amount in foreign exchange. 

Reference and Consultation 

The volume of reference work has increased considerably during the 
year. More and more Ministries of the Government of India are increas- 
ingly using the services of this Library, A noticeable feature of our re- 
ference service during the year lias been that research scholars from out- 
side Delhi have approached this Library for permission to consult our 
periodical and Government documents collection. 

The average issue of books and other material per day Is slightly more 
than 1,000, The membership records were revised and brought up-to-date 
by calling fresh applications from older members. The total number of 
registered borrowers is at present about 12,000, Arrangements are now 
made so that ^scholars and senior Government officers can be provided 
facilities for quiet and sustained reading. 

Budget 

The total budget provision for the Library for the current financial 
year was Rs. 1,71,050. Of this, Rs. 1,41,750 were earmarked for the pur- 
chase of books, periodicals and other publications and Rs, 29300 for 
binding and equipment. 

The binding target of the Library is 10,000 volumes a year. However, 
due to certain cliffirulties in securing the services of qualified binders at 
competitive rates only 3551 books have been bound so fax. It is expected 
that this deficiency will be made good during the next yean 

Two members of the staff have gone to the United States for acquiring 
special training in the organisation of Government documents. They will 
feturo In thf middle of March, 1960 after a 10 months" stay in Ih^ ^nite4 



States and ¥isits to major Libraries in Europe. Their training programme 
was arranged in cooperation with the American Library Association and 
the Rockefeller Foundation.

3607 press-cuttings from the Press Information Bureau were scrutinized 
and circulated to various officers/Divisions of the Ministry. 

Various Foreign Ivfissions in Delhi were addressed for informative 
literature which has since been received from most of the Missions. 

Educational Fublications 

The Publications Section of the Ministry continued to publish bro- 
chures, pamphlets, handbooks etc., on educational themes, reports, pro- 
ceedings etc-, concerning educational activities, in addition to two quarter- 
ly periodicals, “The Education Quarterly” and “Youth”. 

The publication of “Youth” is a scheme included in the second Five- 
Year Plan and a provision oi Rs. 3,000 exists in the budget for 195940 for 
meeting expenditure other than the cost oi paper and printing, on this 
periodical. Another provision oi Rs. 10,000 exists in the budget lor the 
current financial year for expenditure other than the cost of paper and 
printing, on the publication of “The Education Quarterly” and other 
publications. The provisions have been repeated for 196041, 
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*‘The Education Quarterly”, the Miniatry's most important periodical 
published in March, June, September and December entered its twelfth 
year of publication and maintained its standing both at home and abroad* 
The March, 1959, issue of the Quarterly was devoted to the problems of 
teacher-training. The June, 1959, and September, 1959, issues were res^ 
pectively concerned with General Education and Primary Education, while 
the December, 1959, issue was devoted to Secondary Education. 

“Youth”, that is devoted to youth welfare, physical education, sports 
etc., entered its third year of publication in September, 1959.

{ Educational Statistics 

The main functions of the Statistical Section, namely to collect, scrhti- 
nise, consolidate aiid interpret educational statistics, to act as a clearing 
house of statistical information about education, to bring out statistical 
publications and to undertake all such activities that may be required to 
improve tlie quality of the educational data, have been continued. 

Collection and Scrutiny of Statistics 

'i'he most imporumi of the educational statistics are those which are 
collected from tiie different States (on Form A) and the various Universi- 
ties (on Form B). The former relate to ail stages of education from pre- 
primary to the University stage, while the latter pertain to detailed uni- 
versity statistics. Besides the statistics pertaining to Centrally Administer- 
ed Educational Research Institutions (Foim C). scales of pay of school 
teachers, Indian students abroad, scheme of school classes etc. are also 
collected every year. 

The year 1959 opened with arrears in the collection of the statistics for 
the year 1957-58. •IBy 1st January 1959, Statistics had not been received 
for 1957-58 of tise 22 States/Union Teriitories the last date for which was 
3Ist October, 1958 and for 1957-58 of 29 Univeisitles, the last date for 
was 3ist August 1958. Moreover, some of the States and Universities had 
not finally reconciled the discrepancies in tlie statistics for the year 1956-57, 
Accordingly special measures were taken by deputing officials, to different 
States and Universities to complete the work relating to 1956-57, which 
was accomplished by the end of the year 1958-59. The work of reconcilia' 
tion of discrepancies in the statistics for 1957-58 is in progress. 

The statistics for 1958-59 have been received from 2 States and 10 Uni- 
versities so far* Tlie position with regard to other miscellaneous statistics 
was more or less satisfactory.

In-Sewice Tiwning Courses in Ediuational Stathlies 

To improve the quality and timely .supply of statistics the Ministry 
organised an In-Service Training Course of three weeks* duiation horn 
6th April to 25th April 1959 at New Delhi, which was attended by 25 
officials from 19 Universities. Further the section, at the recjuesi of the 
States and Universities has been helping them in the organisation oi 
short In-Service Training Courses lor the benefit of the dealing stafl, by 
deputing officials Irom here. Daring the year 1959 stub couises have 
been organised in the State of Mysore and in the Universities of Baroda. 
Madras, Andhra, Vikram, Calcutta, Bihar, Rajasthan and Jammu and 
Kashmir. A similar course is shortly being organised at Osmaiiia Uni- 
versity. Besides, proposals for holding short coinses in the States of 
Assam, Bihar and Himachal Praedsh are also under consideration. 

In furtherance of the objective referred to above, a new scheme of 
holding short courses in the Universities with Central assistance @ 50 per 
cent, of the T.A, and D.A, to be paid to officials participating in the 
20S M. of Ediiation-“I2. 
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course, has been finalised. In order to make a beginning a provision of 
Rs. 2,000 is likely to be made in the cunent year’s budget for this purpose 
while the necessary provision for Rs. 6,000 has already been made in the 
budget for 1960-61, when about a dozen such courses are proposed to be 
organised.

Seminar on Educational Statistics 

It has long been felt that a Seminar on Educational Statistics, in which 
the officers in charge of statistical work in the Universities and State Head- 
quarters, should participate, would go a long way in improving the quality 
of the data received. Accordingly, a three day Seminar was organised in 
November, 1959 in which 19 Universities participated. This has been a 
very useful experience in which the technique and programme of the 
collection of statistics were standardised for adoption by the various Uni- 
versities with effect from next year.

Funds to the extent of Rs. 14,93,000 (indudiiig Plan) weie placed at 
the disposal of the National Archives and its Regional Office at Bhopal 
for the year 1959-60 as against Rs. 14,86,600 for 1958-59. A piovision of 
Rs. 14,83,900 has been proposed ioi inclusion in the budget estimates 
for the year 1960-61. 

As a lesult of careliil snutmy in icgaul to piaposals idi staff and 
purchase orders, considerable economy was eliected during the )ear. Re- 
cruitment rules lor various ministeuai and non-miiusteiia! non-gazetted 
Class 111 and IV posts in the Depaitnieiu weie hanicd and issued. 


Accession 

The accession oi the non-cunent lecoids of the Govenimcnt of India 
was greatly hanipeied on account of acute shoitage oi space. Accession of 
such records as %vere requaed to fill in the gaps in die scries already tians- 
ferred had, !iowe\er, to lie nuide. 1 hus 1,996 files and 10 hound \ohimes 
weie received in adclitipn to 109 atulienticated copies of State Bills. 

Side by side with accession of non’Ciirrent records of the Goveinment 
of India, the Department had a project of acquiring documents and 
microfdm-reels of documents of Indian interest from India and abroad. 
Accordingly the Department puuhasecl 65 documents from the U.K.. and 
two old maps liom Norway, and II manusciipts and 155 documents from 
private coUectioos in India. It acquired 310 leels of miciohirns from the 
U.K., France, America and the Netherlands and received a collection of 
personal letters of Dr. N. B. Khare and a manuscript volume entitled 
“Lajpat Rai: Recollections oi his life and t\ork for an independent India 
wliile living in the United Stales ol Amcric.i and Japan 1914—17'' as gifts 
from Dr. N. B. Khaie and the New Yoik Public Libraiy respectively.

Indian Hisioiical Rtftnds (commission

Historical Recoids Commission v\as held at Trivandrum on the 1st 
Januaiy, 1950. The Commission passed a numbei ol itsoiiuions. On 
the lerommendation of the 28tfi meeting of the Reseaidi and Publication 
Committee of the Commission, the Government i)f India have provided 
for a financial giant of Rs. 12,000 foi the vear lOaO-fiO for disbursement 
to such State Goverimunts as might co-opeiate witli the National Archives 
of India in compiling the National Register ol Records. The Govern- 
ments of Madras, Punjab, and Orissa have accouliiigly been given a sum 
of Rs. 1,500 each and the Rajasthan Goveinment a sum of Rs. 2,000, 
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Buriiig the year undei review, Pait I of Volume XXXIV of the Pio 
ceedings oi the Indian Historical Records Commission and Volume li 
of the Pi oceedings ol the National Committee oi Archivists were publish 
ed. Part II of volume XXXV oi the Indian Histoiicai Recoids Commis- 
sion Proceedings is in the pi ess. 

Inspection of Ceniml Government Recot ds 

The records ot the Central Government in the custody of the Govern- 
ment of Bombay and Mysore were inspected by the Director of Archives 
in July, 1959 while the Central Government recoids in the possession of 
the Government of Assam and the Union territories of IVfanipur and 
Tripura and of some oi the Central Government Agencies at Calcutta 
were inspected by an Assistant Director of the Department in March, 
1959. The recommendations of the Inspecting officer have been mostly 
accepted b} the agencies concerned. 

National Atchives of India, Regional Office, Bhopal 

The normal tcork of checking, listing, lepairing, rehabilitating, 
cleaning ‘and an anging the records acc|iurcd from the late Government of ^ 
Bhopal was continued. The historical records of the former princely 
States of Gwalioi, Indore and Rewa aie also being taken over from their 
present custodians, the Government of Madhya Pradesh, to be housed in 
the Regional Office. 

Annexe to the N.AJ, building in New Delhi 

To meet the demands for additional space to house a large volume 
of non-current recorck expeitcd to flow in Irom the numerous Govern- 
ment agencies, an annexe to tlie CKisting National Aichives building on 
Janpath will be constructed shortly. Plans have been approved and an 
expenditure ol Rs. 24 lakhs has also been sanctioned. 

Archives Legislation Committee 

A Committee of 10 members including ncm-offidals and representative! 
of the Ministiies oi Home Affaiis, External Affairs, and Law has been 
set up under the Chaiiraanship oi Di. Taia Chand, M.P., to advise on 
the proposed Aichival Legislation. The Committee will, inter alia 
examine and repoit by March, 1960, on the condition of public records 
oi national Importance in the custody ol the Cential and State Govern- 
ments, the desirability of establishing a lew /onai archives, the conditions 
and extent of public access to non-cuirent recouis, etc 

Review of Standing Charges 

The Standing Chaiges of the National Archives of India (including 
the Regional Office at Bhopal) weie reviewed by the Department's Inter- 
nal Economy Committee. According to the Committee's report, the 
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existing cnarges aie airead) at the minimum keeping in view the expan- 
sion in the tunctions and activities of the Department m recent years* 
tte numher of temporal) employees still being employed in various grades 
on Schemes ot Development and certain special responsibilities under- 
taken by the Department, e,g preservation of manuscripts and papers, 
private archives acquired as gifts and by purchase, etc., and the fact that 
several of the Second Plan Schemes of the Department are long-tenn 
ones and will have to be continued during the Third Plan and possibly 
many suc^ceeding plans as well. A special on-the-spot study of the 
Department is how^e\er expected to be undertaken shc^tly by the 
Ministr) of Education in accordance with definite standards of 
analysis, time and motion, etc., and such fuither review as may be necses- 
sary, of the Standing Giuirges of the Department will be made on itm 
basis of such examination. 

Programme joi jjanuary—Maich 1960 

In addition to the normal duties of the Department tne introductory 
part of the Handbook to the records of the National Archives of India, 
the volume on Browne Correspondence, the annual reports of the 
National Archives of India lor the year 1958 and 1959, the brodtere 
entitled “Indian Seals” and volume XI of The hidian Archives Journafi 
will be published. Material lor the issue of the year 1958-59 of The 
Indian Archives journal will be sent to the press. 

, 250 books on histoiicai and archival topics will be added to the 
Library of the Department. 

The thirty “fifth annual session of the Indian Historical Records Com- 
mission and the Twenty-ninth meeting of the Research and Publiuition 
Committee will be held at New Delhi on the 4th and 5th February, 1960 
under the auspices of the Government of India. An exhibition of his 
torical records, documents, seals, etc. will be organised by the Department 
on the occasion. A meeting of the National Committee of Archivists is 
likely to be held in Mardi, 1960. 

Programme for 1960-61 

In addition to the normal duties of the Department, it is proposed to . 
speed up the programme of compiling information on archival accumula- 
tion in different central agencies. Acquisition of microfilm-copies of 
records ol Indian interest from India and abroad will be continued. 
Revenue maps from the Survey of India Office, Dehra Dun will be 
acquired. Efforts will also be made to acquire maps of historical 
importance from abroad. 

Microfilming of rate and precious manuscripts from the Ra/a Library, 
Rampur will be continued. It is expected that the second vdlume of the 
Haisdfa€K>k to the records in the National Archives cff India will be 
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Hilled. I lie printing of smne xiioie vuiuraes ol the Foil \\ iliiaiii— indict 
House Corre'>poiidence will be taken up. I'he revision of volumes VII 
and III of the seiles will be {onipleteiL Hie Indian Archiaes journal 
and the amiua! leports oi the Department will be brought up to date. A 
revised brochure oi the list oi publications of the Department is likely 
to be published. Checking and revision of the typescript of volume XI 
(1794-95) and calendaiing oi iTiiume XII (1796-97) of the Calendar of 
Persian Correspondence vrili be completed and volume XI of the series 
will be sent to the Pie^s Books worth Rs. 20,000 are likely to be added 
to the Llbrarv oi the Department 

Efiorts tvill foe intensified to appioadi the owners oi piivate collections 
of records direct or through pi ess in ouiei to seek tlieii ccx>peratioii in 
preserving the countiy's cultuial heiitage. llie checking and docketing 
of the Mutiny papers in the custody of this Department will be completed. 

The thirty-sixth annual session of the Indian Historical Records Com- 
mission is likely to be held between December 1960 and February 196 L 
Two meetings of the Research and Publication Committee will be 
arranged during the year; one in July or August I960 and the other 
during the session of the Indian Histoiu al Records Oimmission. So also 
one meeting of the Local Records Sub-Committee and two meetings of 
the National Committee ol Archivists are likely to be hel<! during the 
year. 

The compilation of the National Register o£ Records is expected to 
be undertaken. The compilation of part 11 of the Handbook of Indian 
Archival Repositories is expected to be completed. The Staff-Manual 
of the National Archives of India is expected to be revised and published. 
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
